Community  Protests 
Police  Sweep

PUEBLA,  Mexico  —  Thirty  en¬ 
thusiastic  gays  participated  as  a 
contingent  in  the  annual  May  Day 
march  here  on  Friday,  May  1 . 

The  action,  sponsored  by  the 
Colectivo  de  Liberacion  Homo¬ 
sexual  of  Puebla,  was  the  first  gay 
demonstration  in  this  city  of  one 
million  people  125  kilometers  (78 
miles)  east  of  Mexico  City.  Several 
members  of  the  Frente  Homosex¬ 
ual  de  Accion  Revolucionaria 
(FHAR  —  Homosexual  Revolu¬ 
tionary  Action  Front)  journeyed 
from  the  nation’s  capital  to  join 
the  contingent  (see  GCN,  Vol.  7, 
No.  8  and  Vol.  8,  No.  42). 

Participants  in  the  march  also 
included  a  sizeable  contingent 
from  the  Partido  Comunista 
Mexicano  (PCM)  as  well  as  one 
from  the  Trotskyist  Partido  Revo- 
lucionario  de  Trabajadores  (Rev¬ 
olutionary  Workers’  Party),  a 
contingent  with  a  large  banner  op¬ 
posing  United  States  intervention 
in  El  Salvador  and  a  number  of 
more  conservative  groups. 

The  governor  of  the  state  of 
Puebla,  accompanied  by  other 
state  functionaries  and  politicians, 
watched  the  parade  from  a  review¬ 


ing  stand.  While  he  was  annoyed 
by  the  leftist  contingents,  the  local 
radio  station  reported,  he  was  so 
upset  by  the  vigorously  chanting 
gays  that  he  could  not  eat  for  the 
rest  of  the  day. 

The  local  oligarchy  of  Puebla  is 
Catholic  and  very  conservative. 
Although  public  display  of  relig¬ 
ious  feeling  by  politicians  is  disap¬ 
proved  of  in  Mexican  society,  the 
governor  is  vocally  Catholic. 

The  radio  station  accused  the 
PCM  of  recruiting  homosexuals  in 
order  to  increase  its  membership. 

Although  many  spectators  had 
looks  of  angered  disbelief  at  the 
sight  of  the  gay  contingent,  there 
was  only  one  major  incident, 
when  garbage  was  thrown  at  the 
gays  demonstrating  in  front  of  the 
reviewing  stand.  PCM  members 
moved  in  to  protect  the  contin¬ 
gent. 

The  PCM,  whose  independent 
political  line  is  similar  to  the  Euro¬ 
communism  of  the  Italian  and 
Spanish  Parties,  is  reportedly  the 
only  Communist  Party  in  the 
world  with  an  open  and  public 
pro-gay  line.  Several  Party  mem¬ 
bers  from  Puebla  are  active  in  the 
Colectivo  and  the  Puebla  section

Boston  Supports  Atlanta 

Separate  Mothers’  Day  Marches

BOSTON — On  Sunday,  May  10 
there  were  two  Mother’s  Day 
marches  in  Boston  to  remind 
people  of  the  murders  continuing 
in  Atlanta. 

One  march  was  sponsored  by 
Crisis,  a  group  formed  in  response 
to  the  murders  of  13  black  women 
in  Boston  in  early  1979.  The  other 
march  was  organized  by  the  Les¬ 
bian  Mother’s  Group  (LMG). 

The  marches  remained  separate 
at  the  request  of  Crisis.  The  organ¬ 
izers  in  LMG  found  out  about  the 
march  planned  by  Crisis  only  after 
both  plans  were  well  underway. 

According  to  Kara  Speltz  of 
LMG,  when  the  mothers  offered 
to  merge  with  the  Crisis  march 
they  were  asked  not  to  do  so  ‘  ‘be¬ 
cause  their  (Crisis’)  march  was  for 
primarily  their  community  and 
they  felt  the  need  to  deal  with  the 
issue  with  their  own  community.” 

The  Crisis  march  was  part  of  a 
series  of  events  dealing  not  only 
with  the  murders  in  Atlanta  but 
also  with  the  famine  in  Somalia,  in 
Northeast  Africa,  and  with  other 
issues. 

There  were  people,  both  black 
and  white,  who  were  annoyed  or 
angry  that  the  marches  were  separ¬ 
ate  but  no  one  felt  homophobia 


had  anything  to  do  with  it. 

Several  hundred  people  attend¬ 
ed  the  Crisis  march,  about  one 
third  of  them  white,  most  of  whom 
did  not  know  of  the  other  march 
or  of  the  request  that  the  Crisis 
march  be  for  the  black  commun¬ 
ity. 

About  250  people  attended  the 
LMG  march,  about  three-fourths 
of  them  women  and  most  of  them 
white.  The  LMG  march  was  actu¬ 
ally  publicized  as  the  Mothers’ 
March  except  when  dealing  direct¬ 
ly  with  the  gay  community  be¬ 
cause,  according  to  Speltz,  ‘‘We 
didn’t  want  homophobia  getting 
in  the  way  of  building  support  for 
Atlanta.” 

At  the  same  time,  “part  of  the 
reason  we  decided  to  do  something 
about  [the  murders]  was  because 
of  the  possibility  raised  that  the 
killer  might  be  gay  and  we  wanted 
Atlanta  to  know  that  there  are  gay 
people  torn  up  about  the  murders 
too.” 

According  to  the  one  speech  at 
the  end  of  the  LMG-sponsored  ral¬ 
ly,  the  march  was  held  as  a  Moth¬ 
er’s  Day  march  “because  we  are 
mothers,  we  are  acutely  aware  of 
the  unbearable  grief  that  the  loss 
of  a  child  brings.  Understanding 
this,  we  couldn’t  simply  put  Atlan¬ 


ta’s  children  from  our  minds  to 
joyously  celebrate  Mother’s  Day. 
.  .  .  The  theme  of  the  march  is  ‘We 
cannot  live  without  our  lives,’  a 
grim  reminder  to.  all  of  us  here 
today  that  while  many  of  us  are 
struggling  desperately  for  basic 
economic  needs,  others  are  forced 
to  fight  for  their  very  survival.” 


Against  Nukes

NEW  ORLEANS,  LA  —  Con¬ 
troversy  surrounding  the  arrests 
of  60  men  and  12  women  while 
they  stood  in  front  of  three  New 
Orleans  gay  bars  has  resulted  in 
the  transfer  of  one  of  the  three 
police  officers  involved  and 
promises  of  increased  efforts  to 
improve  police-community  rela¬ 
tions  in  that  city. 

The  arrests,  on  charges  of  ob¬ 
structing  the  sidewalk,  took  place 
on  the  nights  of  April  24,  25,  and 
26  at  one  women’s  and  two  men’s 
bars  in  New  Orleans’  famous 
French  Quarter.  A  rally  held  April 
28  attracted  over  700  persons  who 
protested  the  arrests,  and  raised 
over  $1700  for  a  legal  defense 
fund. 

A  delegation  of  lesbians  and 
gay  men,  meeting  later  that  week 
with  Mayor  Ernest  Morial  and 
Police  Commissioner  Henry  Mor¬ 
ris,  obtained  pledges  that  the 
arrests  would  not  be  repeated  and 
that  the  entire  incident  would  be 
investigated  by  the  mayor’s  office. 
Commissioner  Morris  also  agreed 
to  increase  in-service  training 


sessions  for  the  police  in  an 
attempt  to  increase  sensitivity  to 
gay  and  lesbian  concerns. 

Allan  Robinson,  a  spokesman 
for  the  ad  hoc  group  formed  to 
protest  the  arrests,  also  reports 
that  Clay  Clements,  the  police 
officer  officials  had  acknowl¬ 
edged  instigator  '  of  the 
sweeps,  had  been  reassigned  and 
“taken  off  the  streets.”  Don 
Jolly,  New  Orleans’  police  press 
spokesmean,  confirmed  that 
Clements  had  been  taken  off 
street  duty. 

Ron  Wilson,  the  attorney  repre¬ 
senting  virtually  all  of  those 
arrested,  credits  the  official 
response  to  the  depth  and  quick¬ 
ness  of  the  community  reaction  to 
the  arrests.  Both  he  and  Robinson 
said  that  the  arrests  themselves 
were  surprising  in  light  of  the 
generally  good  relationship  that 
has  existed  between  the  police  and 
community  there.  Wilson  also 
stated  that  he  anticipates  that  the 
charges  will  be  dismissed  before 
coming  to  trial,  but  that  he  does 
not  expect  convictions  in  any  case.

Mothers’  Day  March  in  DC

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  Be¬ 
cause  of  rumors  that  no  hand¬ 
holding  or  lesbian  banners  would 
be  allowed,  only  a  small  number  of 
lesbians  attended  last  weekend’s 
march  on  Washington  sponsored 
by  the  Mother’s  Day  Coalition  for 
Nuclear  Disarmament. 

Mary  Ann  Shields  of  Boston, 
who  has  been  involved  in  anti¬ 
nuclear  work  for  four  years,  but 
was  not  involved  in  the  planning  of 
this  event,  went  to  both  the  Sun¬ 
day  demonstration  and  workshops 
and  to  the  lobbying  activities  held 
the  following  day.  She  described 


the  demonstration  as  “small  but 
serious  and  energetic.” 

“Women  came  because  of  the 
issue  being  addressed,  the  basic 
issue  of  survival.  ...  It  dis¬ 
couraged  me  that  it  [the  rumor] 
was  enough  to  keep  women  away. 
I’m  sorry  that  they  gave  that  any 
credibility,”  Shields  commented. 

While  no  one  questioned  by 
GCN  can  remember  any  member 
of  Women’s  Party  for  Survival  or 
Women’s  Strike  for  Peace,  the 
main  organizers  of  the  march, 
saying  anything  specifically  anti¬ 
lesbian,  and  many  women  feel  that 
the  organizers’  vision  of  the 


activities  was  anti-lesbian. 

Leslie  Cagan,  an  anti-nuclear 
organizer  who  has  worked  in 
Boston  and  in  Washington,  DC, 
said  she  did  not  go  to  the  march 
for  several  reasons.  She  said  it  was 
a  contributing  factor,  however, 
that  she  was  told  by  a  member  of 
the  Women’s  Party  for  Survival 
“that  women  should  look  patri¬ 
otic.” 

When  Cagan  asked  what  that 
meant  she  was  told,  “You  know, 
dress  up,  wear  heels.”

godly  advice 

CHICAGO  —  A  Catholic  workshop  on  homosex¬ 
uality  and  family  ministry  will  take  place  here  on  June 
9  despite  difficulties  in  finding  a  meeting  place,  Chi¬ 
cago  Gay  Life  reports. 

The  workshop,  organized  by  New  Ways  Minis¬ 
tries,  a  Catholic  group  from  Mount  Rainier,  MD, 
sought  a  new  location  when  Cardinal  John  Cody,  arch¬ 
bishop  of  Chicago,  cancelled  scheduled  use  of  St. 
Clement’s  Parish  Center  for  the  event.  Cody  justified 
his  decision  on  the  grounds  that  Rev.  Robert  Nugent, 
who  was  to  have  conducted  part  of  the  workshop, 
does  not  have  “priestly  faculties”  in  his  home  diocese 
of  Washington,  DC. 

A  second  meeting  place  was  lost  when  Bishop 
James  Montgomery  overrode  a  decision  to  allow  use 
of  Grace  Episcopal  Church,  saying  its  use  would 
“undermine  ecumenical  relations”  between  Roman 
Catholics  and  Episcopalians. 

Gay  Life  reports  that  Rev.  William  L.  Casady  of 
Grace  Church  said  he  could  have  disregarded  the 
advice  of  Bishop  Montgomery  but  that  “for  the  most 
part,  priests  take  the  godly  advice  of  their  bishops.” 

A  second  Episcopalian  minister,  Rev.  Henri 
Stines,  rector  of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church,  chose  to 
act  more  independently.  With  the  unanimous  support 
of  parish  officers,  Stines  agreed  to  the  use  of  his 
church. 

Gay  Life  reports  that  Sheila  Stoll  Clark  of  the 
National  Organization  for  Women  commented,  “The 
Cardinal  [Cody]  will  be  hard-pressed  to  justify  his 
action,  since  both  the  Vatican  and  [the  National 
Council  of  Catholic  Bishops]  have  directed  the  church 
to  minister  to  lesbians  and  gay  men.” 


teachers  elect  gay  board  member 

BOSTON  —  The  Massachusetts  Teachers’  Asso¬ 
ciation  (MTA)  has  elected  an  openly  gay  man  to  its 
board  of  directors. 

Meeting  on  Saturday,  May  9  at  Boston’s  Sheraton 
Hotel,  regional  delegates  elected  Thomas  Hutchin¬ 
son,  who  teaches  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts 
at  Amherst,  to  a  higher-education  position  on  the 
46-member  board. 

Hutchinson  had  previously  been  described  in 
MTA  publications  as  a  spokesperson  for  the  Associa¬ 
tion’s  lesbian  and  gay  caucus.  His  sexuality  was  never 
at  issue  in  the  board  elections,  which  involved  four 
candidates  running  for  three  positions. 

Hutchinson  told  GCN  that  the  MTA  has  been  very 
supportive  of  lesbian  and  gay  rights  in  general  and 
voted  earlier  this  year  to  co-sponsor  anti-discrimina¬ 
tion  bills  currently  being  considered  in  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  legislature.

tear  blasts  koop 

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  Dr.  Walter  J.  Lear  of  the' 
National  Gay  Health  Coalition  told  members  of  Con¬ 
gress  on  April  3  that  the  appointment  of  Reagan 
nominee  Dr.  C.  Everett  Koop  as  U.S.  Surgeon  General 
could  “exacerbate  existing  discrimination  and 
abuse”  of  lesbians  and  gay  men  in  the  United  States. 

Koop,  whose  appointment  may  be  blocked  be¬ 
cause  he  is  over  the  legally  stated  age  limit  for  the 
position,  is  opposed  by  feminists  and  homosexuals 
because  of  his  extreme  views  on  abortion  and  lesbian 
and  gay  rights. 

Lear  told  the  legislators,  “Dr.  Koop  appears  to 
have  strongly-held  beliefs  about  homosexuality 
which  are  not  supported  by  established  medical 
science,  practice  or  ethics.  We  are  concerned  that  the 
unfounded  beliefs  of  the  nation’s  highest  health 
officer  could  result  in  less  than  equitable  treatment 
for  [lesbian  and  gay]  taxpaying  citizens  by  govern¬ 
ment  and  government-funded  health  programs  and 
services.” 

Observers  believe  that  Koop’s  nomination  could 
jeopardize  the  limited  easing  of  U.S.  immigration 
policy  brought  about  by  former  Surgeon  General 
Julius  Richmond.  Richmond  decided  last  year  that 
the  Public  Health  Service  would  no  longer  assist  in 
determining  whether  applicants  for  admission  to  this 
country  were  homosexual  and  could  therefore  be  ex¬ 
cluded.  Federal  regulations  require  such  a  determina¬ 
tion  by  the  Health  Service  before  the  Immigration  and 
Naturalization  Service  can  exclude  homosexuals. 


exciting  prospects 

AUSTIN,  TX  —  In  the  only  city  in  the  state  with 
ordinances  protecting  lesbians  and  gay  men,  the 
results  of  recent  elections  assure  passage  of  other 
such  laws  and  bode  well  for  better  enforcement  of  the 
laws  already  on  the  books,  activists  believe. 

Five  of  the  seven  city-council  candidates  en¬ 
dorsed  by  the  Austin  Lesbian/Gay  Political  Caucus 
(ALGPC)  have  won  in  general  elections  held  April  4 
and  in  a  May  2  run-off  election. 

The  new  five-to-two  liberal  majority  on  the  coun¬ 
cil  assures  passage  of  a  Fair  Housing  Ordinance 
including  lesbians  and  gay  men  as  a  protected  group. 
The  existing  housing  ordinance  was  passed  by  a  con¬ 
servative  council  in  1977  without  a  sexual  orientation 
clause  after  a  previous  liberal  council  had  passed  two 
related  ordinances  the  year  before  which  did  include 
sexual  orientation. 

The  earlier  ordinances  protect  lesbians  and  gay 
men  and  other  minorities  in  private  and  municipal 
employment  and  in  public  accommodations. 

ALGPC  members  say  they  were  disappointed  at 
the  re-election  of  Mayor  Carole  Keeton  McClellan, 
described  by  the  organization  as  “the  most  vocal  and 
vehement  anti-gay  voice  on  the  city  council.”  The 
ALGPC  accuses  McClellan  of  “spearheading  the  drive 
to  keep  lesbians  and  gays  out  of  the  Fair  Housing 
Ordinance  and  trying  to  oust  lesbian  activist  Janna 
Zumbrun  from  the  Human  Relations  Commission.” 

They  are  nevertheless  optimistic.  According  to 
an  ALGPC  statement,  local  activists  are  “excited  over 
the  prospects  of  the  next  two  years  as  a  period  of 
rapid  growth  and  prosperity  for  both  the  lesbian/gay 
community  and  the  people  of  Austin.” 

The  existing  Public  Accommodations  Ordinance 
was  the  basis  for  a  recent  municipal  court  ruling  in 
favor  of  two  lesbians  and  two  gay  men  who  had  filed 
suit  in  1978  against  a  local  straight  disco  for  not 
'  allowing  them  to  dance  as  same-sex  couples. 


a  cure  at  last 

LONDON,  England  —  Two  doctors  report  in  the 
British  Medical  Journal  that  an  operation  they 
performed  converted  a  “vigorously  heterosexual” 
man  with  no  previous  gay  inclinations  into  a  happy 
homosexual. 

Drs.  Christopher  Bass  and  David  Rees  say  they 
performed  a  vasectomy  on  their  patient  because  he 
and  his  wife  had  decided  the  operation  was  the  most 
effective  form  of  birth-control  available.  But,  the 
doctors  report,  “within  six  weeks  his  homosexual 
fantasies  began  to  emerge.  His  sexual  interest  in  his 
wife  declined  to  negligible  levels.  Had  our  patient  not 
undergone  vasectomy  perhaps  some  other  event 
would  have  served  to  make  his  latent  homosexuality 
manifest.  He  found  his  change  in  sexual  orientation  a 
rewarding  experience  and  expressed  no  desire  to 
alter  it.” 

The  patient’s  recovery  was  complete,  the  doctors 
report,  when  “three  months  after  the  operation  he 
started  a  homosexual  relationship.” 


rita  brown  transferred 

CHICAGO— Rita  D.  Brown,  a  lesbian  anarchist 
arrested  in  1977  in  Seattle  for  her  activities  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  George  Jackson  Brigade,  has  been  transfer¬ 
red  illegally  from  the  prison  where  she  has  spent  the 
last  three  years,  according  to  Anarchist  Black  Dragon 
(ABD),  a  Canadian  magazine  produced  by  prisoners 
and  prison  activists. 

ABD  says  Brown  was  moved  from  the  federal 
women’s  prison  at  Alderson,  West  Virginia  to  a  city 
jail  in  Roanoke,  Virginia  on  the  pretext  that  she  might 
attempt  to  escape  from  the  federal  prison.  The 
transfer  occurred  shortly  after  Assata  Shakur,  a  black 
liberation  fighter  and  a  friend  of  Brown’s,  escaped 
from  a  New  Jersey  penitentiary. 

Brown  was  subsequently  transferred  to 
Richmond,  Virginia  and  from  there  to  the  Metropolitan 
Correctional  Center  in  Chicago,  where  she  is 
presently  being  held. 

ABD  says  the  real  reason  for  the  transfers  was  to 
prevent  Brown’s  political  activities.  She  has  been  cut 
off  from  contact  with  her  lawyers,  her  supporters  and 
her  family. 

The  Chicago  jail  is  reportedly  intended  for  male 
prisoners  and  all  the  guard  and  trustees  are  men.  ABD 
says  Brown  is  subjected  to  frisking  by  men  each  time 
she  leaves  her  cell  or  returns  to  it.

Three  Murdered  in  Boston

BOSTON — Three  gay  men,  all 
between  the  ages  of  41  and  46, 
have  been  stabbed  to  death  in  the 
Boston  area  in  the  past  two  weeks. 

A  building  superintendent  dis¬ 
covered  the  body  of  William 
Ravenel  in  his  own  apartment  at 
about  3:30  in  the  afternoon  of 
Saturday,  May  2.  The  victim  was 
last  seen  alive  at  about  11:00  a.m. 
on  the  same  day.  Boston  police 
report  they  have  no  leads  in  the 
case. 

John  Wharf  was  found  stabbed 
to  death  in  his  own  car  in  an  alley 
off  Beacon  Street  in  Boston,  at 
about  9:30  on  the  evening  of 
Saturday,  May  9.  The  resident  of 
the  area  who  notified  the  police 
reported  hearing  shouts  of  “Give 
me  the  money”  and  seeing  a 
young  white  man  fleeing  the 
scene. 

Other  witnesses  say  they  saw 
Wharf  in  the  Park  Square  area  of 
the  city  shortly  before  the  inci¬ 
dent.  It  is  reported  that  the  victim 
was  a  frequent  visitor  to  the  area, 
which  is  a  meeting  place  for  hust¬ 
lers  and  their  clients. 

Lawrence  Norton,  a  high- 
school  art  teacher,  died  of  mul¬ 
tiple  stab  wounds  in  his  home  in 
Stoneham,  MA,  about  15  miles 
north  of  Boston,  at  about  2:30 
a.m.  on  Friday,  May  8.

CINCINNATI,  OH  —  Due  to  a 
split  between  lesbians  and  gay  men 
here  over  the  issue  of  man/boy 
love,  the  fourth  annual  lesbian/ 
gay  pride  day  rally  was  nearly  can¬ 
celed  last  week. 

Members  of  the  Lesbian  Activ¬ 
ists  Bureau  (LAB),  the  main  les¬ 
bian  organization  here,  voted  25  to 
12  against  co-sponsoring  the  rally 
and  other  pride  week  events  with 
the  three-year-old  Greater  Cincin¬ 
nati  Gay  Coalition  (GCGC). 

At  the  same  meeting,  LAB 
members  voted  to  turn  over  to 
GCGC  the  Fountain  Square  rally 
permit  they  had  acquired  from  the 
city  months  ago. 

The  rally  will  take  place  on  June 
28  as  planned,  according  to  coor¬ 
dinator  David  Passer,  but  energy 
for  its  planning  is  “very  low.” 

The  LAB  decisions  were  the 
latest  fallout  from  a  dispute  be¬ 
tween  lesbian  activists  and  mem¬ 
bers  of  GCGC,  which  began  with 
the  discovery  that  a  33-year-old 
GCGC  leader  had  been  engaged  in 
sexual  activity  with  the  nine-year- 
old  male  son  of  a  lesbian.  The  boy 
then  engaged  in  sex  with  a  five- 
year-old  neighbor  boy,  whose 
mother  discovered  what  the  nine- 
year -old  was  doing  and  took  him 


housemate,  told  GCN  Norton  had 
left  the  house  at  about  11:30  on 
the  night  of  the  murder,  saying  he 
was  going  to  have  a  drink.  Hut¬ 
chenson  awoke  three  hours  later 
to  see  a  young  man  in  blood- 
soaked  clothes  standing  in  his 
bedroom.  The  young  man  held  a 
bloody  12-inch  kitchen  knife. 

In  an  apparent  attempt  at  kid¬ 
napping  him,  the  assailant  led 
Hutchenson  at  knifepoint  to  Hut- 
chenson’s  car  but  Hutchenson 
escaped  as  the  assailant  was  open¬ 
ing  the  car  door.  The  assailant 
then  left  in  the  car  as  Hutchenson 
was  calling  the  police  from  a 
neighbor’s  house. 

Norton  was  found  dead  with 
stab  wounds  in  the  back  and 
chest. 

Hutchenson’s  car  was  later 
found  at  a  housing  project  in 
Somerville,  a  suburb  of  Boston. 

Hutchenson  described  the  as¬ 
sailant  as  a  white  male  in  his  mid¬ 
twenties,  about  five  feet  ten  inches 
in  height,  with  curly,  dark  brown 
hair.  He  was  wearing  a  blue  dun¬ 
garee  jacket,  blue  dungaree  pants, 
a  white  shirt  and  sneakers. 

Witnesses  report  seeing  Norton 
and  his  suspected  killer  at  Bud¬ 
dies,  a  Boston  gay  bar,  on  the 
night  in  question. 

Persons  with  information  that 
may  be  relevant  to  any  of  the 
Boston  murders  are  urged  to 


to  Juvenile  Court  for  statutory 
rape.  The  court  threatened  to 
remove  the  child  from  his 
mother’s  custody  if  he  is  ever  re¬ 
turned  to  court. 

The  man  involved  resigned  from 
his  GCGC  office.  Many  lesbians 
demanded  that  GCGC  condemn 
the  incident  and  man/boy  love  in 
general,  but  representatives  in  the 
coalition  could  not  reach  a  consen¬ 
sus  about  whether  or  not  to  meet 
this  demand. 

According  to  John  Zeh,  GCGC 
representative  from  the  radio 
show,  “Gaydreams,”  GCGC  later 
unanimously  agreed  that  it  op¬ 
poses  sexual  abuse  and  other 
exploitation  of  children  by  adults, 
“but  miscommunication  ham¬ 
pered  further  negotiations .... 
GCGC  has  since  changed  its  deci¬ 
sion-making  policy  to  permit 
majority  rule  and  prevent  impo¬ 
tence  on  future  controversial 
issues.” 

“The  apathy  and  lack  of  re¬ 
sponse  from  other  gay  male 
leaders  had  made  it  painfully  clear 
to  me  how  different  their  value 
systems  apparently  are  from 
mine,”  wrote  former  LAB  leader 
Wendy  Winkler  in  a  recent  issue  of 
Dinah,  the  bureau’s  newsletter.

Ex-Soldier

SAN  FRANCISCO,  CA  —  An 
ex-lieutenant  court-martialed  for. 
sodomy  six  years  ago  is  petitioning 
the  US  Supreme  Court  to  overturn 
the  decision  of  a  federal  court  in 
San  Francisco,  which  recently  held 
that  the  army  did  not  violate  the 
soldiers  constitutional  right  to  due 
process,  equal  protection  of  the 
law,  freedom  of  religion  and  per¬ 
sonal  autonomy. 

The  Ninth  Circuit  Court  of 
Appeals  ruled  on  April  22  that  a 
service  person’s  right  to  personal 
automony,  due  process  and  equal 
protection  was  “overcome  by 
governmental  interest  in  deterring 
homosexual  conduct  by  members 
of  the  armed  forces”  and  that 
“despite  religious  origin  of  the 
laws  against  sodomy,”  the  army’s 
proscriptions  against  it  “have 
legitimate  secular  purpose  and 
effect  in  a  military  setting.” 

Joseph  Hatheway,  who  was 
second  in  command  of  his  Green 
Beret  detachment  in  Flint  Kaserne, 
Germany  at  the  time  of  his  arrest, 
is  also  challenging  his  conviction 
and  discharge  on  the  grounds  that 
the  army  applies  its  sodomy  statute 
inconsistently,  that  is  only  in  cases 
involving  persons  of  the  same  sex. 

Ten  days  before  he  was  to  be 
honorably  discharged  after  four 
years  of  service,  army  officials 
arrested  Hatheway  for  violating 
Article  125  of  the  Uniform  Code 
of  Military  Justice  (UCMJ),  which 
states  that  it  is  a  criminal  offense 
for  an  enlisted  person  to  engage  in 
“unnatural  carnal  copulation  with 
another  person  of  the  same  sex  or 
opposite  sex.” 

According  to  Hatheway’s  attor¬ 
ney,  Christopher  Coates  of  the 
American  Civil  Liberties  Union  in 
Atlanta,  the  military  judge  at  the 
court-martial,  said  that  if 
Hatheway  had  committed  hetero¬ 
sexual  sodomy,  he  would  not  have 
been  court-martialed.

Hearings  Held 
On  ‘SDP’  Status

BOSTON — On  May  7  through 
10  a  hearing  was  held  in  Suffolk 
County  Superior  Court  before 
Judge  Walter  Steele  for  removal 
of  the  Sexually  Dangerous  Person 
(SDP)  status  of  Richard  Peluso. 

In  1977  Peluso  admitted  fellat- 
ing  and  masturbating  two  boys 
then  aged  11  and  13.  No  coercion 
was  alleged  and  the  boys  were  said 
to  have  solicited  sexual  relations 
with  him.  For  these  acts  Peluso 
was  found  guilty  on  three  counts 
of  statutory  rape  of  a  child  under 
16  and  given  three  concurrent  15 
to  25  year  sentences  and  on  two 
counts  of  sexual  assault  on  a  mi¬ 
nor  with  two  concurrent  sentences 
of  five  years. 

Declared  “sexually  dangerous” 
by  the  Commonwealth  in  1978, 
Peluso  has  spent  the  last  three 
years  in  Bridgewater  Treatment 
Center,  a  maximum  security  pri¬ 
son. The  issue  in  the  hearing  is 
whether  the  incidents  of  consen¬ 
sual  sexual  relations  with  children 
fulfills  the  statutory  requirements 
of  SDP,  which  are:  a)  violence 
and  likely  repetition  or  b)  com¬ 
pulsion  and  repetition  or  c)  ag¬ 
gression  and  compulsion  and  d)  a 
likelihood  to  inflict  harm  in  the 
future. 

Dr.  Robert  Moore,  chief  con¬ 
sultant  to  the  Commonwealth  on 
SDP,  testifying  for  the  Com¬ 
monwealth,  originally  examined 
Peluso  in  1977  and  determined 
him  to  be  SDP.  Moore  said  Peluso 
now  is  attracted  mainly  to  older 
boys. 

Moore  testified  that  Peluso  is 
not  interested  in  treatment  at 


Bridgewater  and  should  be  allow¬ 
ed  to  serve  the  remainder  of  his 
sentence  in  a  correctional  institu¬ 
tion.  On  cross  examination, 
Moore  said  of  his  1977  interview 
that  Peluso  is  “fearful”  of  Wal¬ 
pole  prison  and  that  he  desires 
commitment  as  SDP  in  order  to  be 
protected.  Moore  knew  of  no  evi¬ 
dence  of  trama  caused  to  the  boys 
involved.  Case  law  until  now  has 
included  “sexual  advances”  as 
constituting  harm. 

Dr.  William  Nagler,  a  staff 
psychiatrist  at  Bridgewater,  said 
Peluso  has  made  no  progress.  He 
testified  that  there  had  been  a  con¬ 
sensus  among  the  therapists  that 
there  was  no  change  in  Peluso’s 
makeup  and  that  he  is  likely  to 
have  sex  with  boys  under  16  again. 
He  pointed  out,  however,  that 
none  of  the  acts  Peluso  was 
accused  of  were  necessarily 
aggressive. 

Nagler  maintained  since  there 
had  been,  “not  one  whit  of  pro¬ 
gress”  made  by  Peluso  from  the 
1978  SDP  finding,  he  is  today 
SDP. 

Peluso  had  repeatedly  requested 
a  treatment  plan  outlining  the 
goals  and  objectives  of  both  the 
individual  and  group  therapy  he 
was  receiving.  Unable  to  get  such 
a  report,  he  dropped  out  of  thera¬ 
py  after  two  and  a  half  years. 
Michael  McQuire,  an  administra¬ 
tor  at  Bridgewater  testified,  “Due 
to  a  lack  of  staffing,  there  is  a 
backlog  in  preparing  treatment 
plans.” 

Joel  Frost,  the  co-leader  of 
Peluso’s  therapy  group,  testified

proceedings,  the  Military  Judge 
stated  that  Hatheway’s  prose¬ 
cution  would  be  permissible  “even 
if  it  were  established  as  a  fact  that 
the  convening  authority  would 
under  no  circumstances  prosecute 
heterosexual  sodomy  between  con¬ 
senting  adults,  but  would  prose¬ 
cute  homosexual  sodomy  between 
consenting  adults.” 

“We  are  claiming  that,  as  a 
matter  of  practice,  the  army  is  not 
applying  the  regulation  equally 
because  homosexual  sodomists  are 
being  selected  out,”  said  Coates. 
“If  the  military  is  going  to  enforce 
the  statute,  it  must  enforce  it 
against  heterosexuals  and  homo¬ 
sexuals.” 

Margaret  Tackley  of  the  Office 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Army  for 
Public  Affairs  told  GCN  that  the 
army  applies  the  sodomy  law  to 
both  heterosexuals  and  homo¬ 
sexuals,  as  well  to  as  to  any 
enlisted  person  who  engages  in 
“unnatural  copulation  .  .  .  with 
an  animal.” 

Article  125  also  states  that  “any 
penetration,  however  slight,  is 
sufficient  to  complete  the  offense 
and  emission  is  not  necessary,” 
Tackley  said. 

Lieutenant  C.  D.  Smith  of  the 
Navy  Office  of  Information  added 
that  sailors  and  marines  have  also 
been  prosecuted  for  heterosexual 
sodomy. 

Coates  said  that  Hatheway’s 
challenge  to  the  sodomy  statute  is 
the  first  to  be  made  by  a  person 
discharged  from  the  military  for 
being  gay  or  lesbian.  Coates  said 
that  the  recent  court  decisions  in 
this  area,  most  of  which  have  been 
unfavorable  to  discharged  lesbians 
and  gay  men,  have  no  direct  bear¬ 
ing  on  this  case,  since  it  involves  a 
challenge  to  the  criminal  code  (the 
UCMJ)  while  earlier  cases  in¬ 
volved  challenges  to  administra¬ 
tive  regulations  requiring 
“separation”  of  homosexuals 
from  the  military. 

The  Supreme  Court  ruled  in 


Doe  r.  (Virginia) 

Commonwealth's  Attorney  in 
.1976  that  state  governments  have 
the  power  to  prohibit  homosexual 
sodomy.  Coates  told  GCN  he  is 
hopeful  that  Hatheway’s  case  will 
be  accepted  by  the  high  court 
because  “it  has  not  yet  ruled  on 
whether  homosexual  sodomy  — 
private  and  between  adults  —  is 
constitutionally  protected.  This 
would  give  them  an  opportunity  to 
say  you  can  prohibit  homosexual 
sodomy,  but  also  that  the  regu¬ 
lation  can’t  be  enforced  in  a 
discriminatory  manner.” 

Coates  added  that  it  is  possible 
“but  less  likely”  that  the  high 
court  would  strike  down  the  whole 
law  as  unconstitutional  on  the 
grounds  that  it  violates  the 
“establishment  of  religion”  clause 
of  the  First  Amendment  or  invades 
personal  privacy. 

At  the  courtmartial  in  1975,  the 
man  with  whom  Hatheway  al¬ 
legedly  had  sex,  a  Private  Lynde, 
testified,  under  a  grant  of  im¬ 
munity  from  sodomy  or  perjury 
prosecution,  that  Hatheway  had 
engaged  in  “sodomitic  acts,”  but 
that  he  (Lynde)  had  not,  according 
to  a  summary  of  the  court  martial 
proceedings  written  by  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Circuit  Court  Judge  Eugene 
A.  Wright.  Lynde’s  testimony 
conflicted  with  sworn  statements 
he  had  make  at  a  preliminary 
investigation,  Wright  noted. 

Evidence  presented  at  the  court- 
martial  indicated  that  Hatheway 
and  Lynde  spent  several  hours 
drinking  together  in  Lynde's 
room,  during  which  time  Lynde’s 
roommates  came  and  went.  The 
roommate  testified  that  he  entered 
to  room  and  found  Lynde  and 
Hatheway  having  sex. 

Hatheway,  who  had  a  top  secur¬ 
ity  clearance,  is  also  charging  the 
army  with  spying  on  him  by  elec¬ 
tronic  and  non-electronic  means. 
The  army  denies  the  allegation.  — 
filed  from  Boston.

opening  minds 

Dear  editor, 

I  want  to  respond  to  comments  made  by  Mat¬ 
thew  Strazzula  ( GCN ,  Vol.  8,  #40)  about  my  pro¬ 
secution  for  broadcasting  “Gaydreams”  on 
WAIF  FM. 

I  can  appreciate  how  some  people  think  I  made 
a  mistake  in  reading  excerpts  from  First  Hand's 
“Guide  to  Greasy  Fingers”  Jan.  3.  For  the  first 
time  in  seven  years  of  weekly  programs,  I  dis¬ 
cussed  how-to  sex  matters.  It  was  not  the  first 
time  that  I  used  questionable  material.  Zappa, 
Burroughs,  Ginsberg  and  other  writers  are  no 
strangers  to  my  listeners.  Our  culture  includes 
many  songs,  poems,  comedy,  and  news  which 
even  some  homosexuals  might  consider  bad  taste. 

“Gaydreams”  is  a  mirror,  putting  out  for  re¬ 
flection  a  variety  of  attitudes,  practices,  beliefs, 
and  values  which  not  all  gays  would  consider  to¬ 
tally  representative  of  many  in  our  vast  lifestyle. 
Listeners  can  decide  which  image  is  appropriate 
for  them,  and  sex  is  an  important  part  for  many. 

Perhaps  radio  is  not  an  appropriate  medium 
for  frank  discussions  of  sexual  matters  since  non¬ 
gays,  the  chaste,  and  children  may  tune  in.  I  ar¬ 
gue  that  alternatives  to  unwanted  teenage  preg¬ 
nancy  have  a  place  in  the  media.  I  consider 
homosexual  sex  an  important  option,  for,  yes, 
even  young  people. 

Gay  radio  producers  must  use  extra  caution 
when  they  choose  material  for  broadcast.  Cer¬ 
tainly,  we  do  not  want  to  reach  the  levels  of 
mass-media  commercialization  of  sex  and  glam¬ 
orous  bodies.  And  we  may  want  to  avoid  alienat¬ 
ing  people  with  sensitive  ears.  The  goal  should  be 
to  open  minds,  not  close  them.  But  we  are  ig¬ 
nored  or  demeaned  by  most  media.  Our  voices 
on  30-odd  radio  shows,  two  or  three  cable  TV 
programs,  and  many  newspapers  must  be  sup¬ 
ported,  even  if  people  may  disagree  with  some 
content. 

I  have  been  my  own  self-censor  for  seven  years 
on  the  radio,  First  in  Philadelphia.  Had  I  let  Frank 
Rizzo  or  Simon  Leis  influence  my  programming 
choices,  “Gaydreams”  would  have  been  very 
dull,  insignificant,  and  ignored.  Now  that  I  know 
that  people  record  my  program  for  playback  to 
others,  I  am  more  careful  —  careful  to  be  funny 
but  not  sick,  informative  but  not  boring,  amor¬ 
ous  but  not  panderous. 

Followers  of  this  case  have  different  attitudes 
about  my  being  “set-up.”  I  have  devoted  over 
seven  years  of  weekly  service  on  “Gaydreams” 
and  regular  involvement  in  the  local  gay  move¬ 
ment  for  nearly  four  years.  1  resent  Mr.  Straz- 
zula’s  charge  that  I  set  up  the  gay  community. 

He  hopes  the  case  is  dropped.  To  many,  that 
would  be  a  tragedy.  We  feel  that  it  is  crucial  that 
the  courts  set  a  precedent  to  prevent  local  prose¬ 
cutors  and  other  politicians  from  intimidating 
broadcasters  by  controlling  Constitutionally- 
protected  content.

To  Those  on  the  staff  whom  this  may  concern: 

I  have  debated  whether  writing  in  response  to 
Mr.  Schmieder’s  coverage  of  my  visual  arts  exhi¬ 
bition  (GCN,  May  2,  1981,  p.  12)  was  widespread 
issue  enough  for  Community  Interest.  I  decided 
that  if  GCN's  overall  presentations  must  be,  by 
its  nature,  one  of  general  news  coverage.  In  that 
light  I  found  it  informative  that  my  sexual  choice 
and  name  change  information  was  presented 
(though  I  am  confused  why  the  latter  was  seen  as 
a  “loudly  proclaimed”  one).  I  would  have  pre¬ 
ferred,  however,  more  emphasis  on  the  feminist 
content  of  the  works. 

Since  Mr.  Schmieder  chose  to  take  the  role  of 
Critic  and  not  Reviewer,  I  also  expected  his  ob¬ 
servations  to  be  more  accurate.  I  speak  specifi¬ 
cally  of  my  series  in  shadowboxes  that  he  called 
“second  rate  Joseph  Cornell  imitations.”  Not 
only  has  Schmieder  failed  to  diverge  from  ‘main¬ 
stream’  art  criticism  (where  the  men  find  reference 
only  in  past  male  art  —  which  reinforces  the  sup¬ 
posed  virility  of  both),  but  the  statement  is  also 
illfounded.  If  he  truly  knew  the  work  of  Cornell 
he  would  have  seen  that  in  “Ominous  Beat”  (the 
work  used  on  the  exhibition  flyer)  some  of  the 
adhered  cut-outs  were  taken  from  a  reproduction 
of  Cornell’s  “Celestial  Navigation.”  Hence,  the 
work  in  not  an  imitation,  but  an  homage. 

Schmieder’s  personal  reaction  to  the  show’s 
mixed  media  as  being  simultaneously  impressive 
and  confusing  confuses  me.  But  that  is  small 
matter  compared  to  his  believing  that  the  variety 
of  materials  used  was  hindrance  to  the  content  of 
the  work.  This  I  find  completely  impossible  unless 
one  entered  the  exhibition  with  unopened  eyes; 
i.e. ,  preconceived  ideas. 

Unfortunately,  Mr.  Schmieder  was  so  distracted 
by  the  central  imagery  of  the  exhibition;  seeing 
“obsession”  and  not  individual  objects,  that  he 
failed  to  see  the  heart  image  as  merely  a  thread 
that  pulls  together  multiple  dimensional  ideas 
and  feelings.  My  works  are  not  works  about  Tech¬ 
nique;  the  media  is  not  the  message.  The  Message 
is  the  meaning.  In  fact,  the  critic  has  taken  the 
task  of  analysis  so  completely  seriously  as  to  miss 
entirely  the  humour  of  the  “Heart  Board-Object 
D’art”  (or,  “in  case  we  don’t  get  the  point,  the 
title  [‘Objet  D’art’]  is  an  amalgam  of  the  words” 
. . .  object  of  art/dart  object ...  get  it?).

intestinal  bypass 

Dear  GCN, 

I  am  writing  in  regard  to  my  fellow  gay  men 
and  women  who  were,  or  still  are,  overweight. 

Not  everyone  can  be  an  Adonis.  Some  of  us 
have  to  be  human.  And  we  humans  tend  to  be 
either  well-built  or  not.  I,  for  one,  fall  into  the 
latter  category.  I’m  not  saying  every  heavy 
person  is  ugly.  A  lot  of  your  basic  musclemen  are 
dead  from  the  neck  up,  in  my  opinion  of  course. 
Everyone  today  is  looking  for  the  fastest  way  to 
be  beautiful.  I  am  no  exception.  I’m  24  years  old, 
weigh  155  and  I’m  considered  good  looking. 

This  Saturday,  the  eighth  of  May,  will  be  seven 
years  since  my  unimaginable  rebirth,  so  to  speak. 
Seven  years  ago  I  weighed  in  at  about  280.  I  had 
a  life  changing  operation  called  an  intestinal  by¬ 
pass.  The  operation  consists  of  bypassing  22  feet 
of  your  small  intestines,  using  only  your  large 
intestines  for  all  bodily  functions.  You  don’t  lose 
weight  over  night.  It  may  take  as  long  as  three 
years.  It  took  me  about  a  year  and  a  half  to  lose 
one  hundred  and  thirty  pounds.  I  was  not  re¬ 
stricted  to  any  kind  of  diet.  I  could  eat  anything  I 
wanted  and  as  much  of  it  as  I  wanted.  I  am  no 
longer  stared  at  or  taunted.  Those  were  the  good 
points  of  having  the  operation. 

Now  I’ll  tell  you  about  the  bad  points.  In  a  few 
cases  the  operation  doesn’t  work  and  the  opera¬ 
tion  has  to  be  reversed.  Some  people  have  died 
from  it,  but  not  many.  The  strain  on  their  system 
was  too  much.  The  scar  on  your  stomach  is 
about  twelve  inches  long  and  is  permanent.  And 
if  you  don’t  exercise  very  hard,  to  keep  up  with 
the  weight  loss,  you  will  end  up  as  I  did.  When 
people  lose  a  lot  of  weight  in  a  very  short  time, 
their  skin  doesn’t  always  catch  up  with  them.  I 
look  like  a  giant  raisin,  or  prune  maybe.  At  least 
I’m  still  a  FRUIT.  Unaccepted  sexually  by  either 
thin  or  fat  people.  I  can  hide  it  very  well.  I,  like  a 
lot  of  hefty  people,  am  afraid  of  rejection,  so  I 
stay  away  from  anyone  I  might  get  emotionally 
involved  with.  The  fear  of  having  Pandora’s  box 
opened  up  and  then  having  it  slammed  in  your 
face  is  avery  real  fear!  I  LOVE  and  still  LOVE 
only  (one)  man.  Does  anyone  out  there  know 
what  it  feels  like  to  love  someone  and  not  have  it 
returned?  I  am  a  very  lonely  person.  I  have  my 
sense  of  humor  to  cover  everything  up  for  me. 

If  anyone  is  thinking  of  having  such  an  opera¬ 
tion,  please  talk  to  someone  who  went  through 
it.

There  is  a  sadness  I  feel  about  Billie  Jean’s  so-called  “admission.”  It’s  not  that  she  had 
an  affair;  that’s  the  kind  of  information  many  of  us  look  for,  watch  for,  hope  for  in  public 
figures.  We  knew  that  information  long  ago.  From  other  reliable  sources  —  the  body 
language  between  women,  the  silent  nuances  that  women-identified-women  can  pick  up 
from  each  other. 

I’m  saddened  by  the  process.  The  lack  of  good  advice  and  consequently,  taste.  Billie 
Jean  has  been  a  hero  of  mine.  Back  in  the  days  when  we  were  all  tomboys  there  were  few  to 
identify  with  —  strong  women,  that  is.  I  read  books  about  Babe  Didrickson  even  though  I 
hated  golf.  I  read  about  Wilma  Rudolph  and  once  subscribed  to  Sports  Illustrated.  My 
dreams  as  a  tomboy  were  closely  connected  with  sports.  When  Billie  Jean  arrived  in  my  life, 

1  had  already  chosen  another  direction,  but  she  hooked  those  old  desires. 

1  forgave  her  for  the  apolitical  feminist  faux  pas  she  would  make.  I  forgave  her  for  the 
ostentatious  capitalism.  I  made  a  pilgrimage  to  Forest  Hills.  I  was  glued  to  the  T.  V.  the  night 
of  the  Bobby  Riggs  gimmickry. 

When  1  first  heard  the  “news”  about  Billie  Jean  being  sued,  1  quietly  smiled.  So  she  is  a 
dyke,  1  thought.  And  remembered  a  book  about  women’s  tennis  that  I  had  read  years  ago 
that  sidestepped  the  lesbian  issue  among  tennis  circuit  pros  with  an  “it  exists  but  is  not 
talked  about.” 

And  then  I  thought,  why  didn’t  she  resolve  this  out  of  court?  How  awful.  How  terrible, 
thinking  of  the  many  clients  I  see  who  have  those  same  sorts  of  problems.  1  basically  feel  that 
women  shouldn’t  turn  to  the  patriarchy  for  the  resolution  of  conflict  between  them.  No  one 
ever  wins. 

And  then  I  read  that  Billie  Jean  denied  everything.  Good  lord,  who  is  advising  this 
woman?  I  had  visions  of  the  plaintiff’s  attorney  deposing  Virginia  Wade  or  Rosie  Casals  or 
Martina  Navratilova;  perhaps  they  would  describe  dinners  with  the  Billie  Jean  Kings  —  the 
other  couple,  sans  Larry. 

I’m  sure  the  denial  was  a  tactic  her  advisors  suggested.  I’m  sure  the  press  conference 
with  all  its  attendant  boy /girl  hoopla  was  orchestraed  by  the  wrong  people.  For  the  wrong 
reasons.  It  was  about  as  convincing  as  Ed  and  Joan  Kennedy  on  various  political  podiums 
pretending  to  be  the  perfect  couple. 

I  wish  it  was  OK  for  Billie  Jean  to  say,  ‘I’m  a  lesbian  and  Larry  and  I  have  this 
conventional  marriage  for  the  sake  of  the  media  and  the  advertising  producers  who  pay  me 
to  sell  their  wholesome  products.  OK,  folks,  I  am  a  lesbian  and  it’s  nobody’s  business.  It’s 
been  damn  hard  to  keep  this  charade  up  for  19  years,  but  I  had  to  do  it  this  way.  Out-front 
dykes  don’t  become  number  one  anything  in  this  country,  especially  in  sports  where  it’s 
considered  unfeminine  to  be  a  great  athlete,  where  the  word  tomboy  turns  into  lezzie  soon 
after  adolescence  if  you  don’t  conform.  There,  it’s  out.  Do  what  you  will  with  this.  But  I’ve

Tired  of  depressing  news  stories  about  harassment  and  discrimination?  Maybe 
something  that  happened  to  two  lesbians  in  a  suburb  between  Boston  and  Worcester  will 
make  you  feel  better  about  ‘’them”  and  “us.” 

My  lover  and  I,  being  the  romantic,  highly  affectionate  sort,  meet  for  picnic  lunches 
when  our  schedules  allow.  She,  driving  in  from  one  direction,  and  I,  from  another, 
rendezvous  at  an  historic  spot  complete  with  rushing  waterfall,  meandering  stream,  and 
wooded  trails. 

It’s  a  popular  place;  we  share  it  with  other  couples,  tourists,  and  occasional  busloads  of 
school  children. 

In  such  a  setting,  two  other  lesbians  might  choose  to  pass  for  straight:  sitting  near  but 
not  too  near  each  other  on  the  picnic  blanket,  walking  the  trails  without  holding  hands, 
greeting  and  parting  with  a  stiff,  self-conscious  hug,  never  a  kiss. 

But  my  lover  and  I  agree  that,  as  my  gay  pride  button  says,  “Closets  are  for  clothes.” 

We  agree,  although  our  feelings  spring  from  opposite  mind-sets.  She  expects  people  to 
hassle  us,  and  yet  she  doesn’t  notice  the  curious  looks  or  the  stares  or  the  whispers  and  the 
frowns.  I,  on  the  other  hand,  expect  people  to  accept  us  but  search  their  faces  for  reactions, 
watchful  in  case  of  danger. 

Nevertheless,  we  agree  to  be  open  —  to  make  public,  through  our  behavior,  that  we  are 
a  lesbian  couple.  Being  in  the  closet,  we  decided,  takes  too  much  energy.  And  the  only  way 
we  can  expect  our  gay  life  to  be  accepted  as  natural  is  by  being  natural.  The  world  can’t  get 
used  to  us  if  we  aren’t  out  there  to  get  used  to. 

And  so,  following  our  natural  inclination,  we’re  out  to  the  world.  Not  without  risk,  not 
without  fear,  but  rather  with  the  knowledge  that  being  out  is  essential  for  our  emotional 
health.  (It  hurts  to  hide.) 

Even  though  we  live  together,  we  still  can’t  get  enough  of  each  other.  We  snuggle  on  the 
picnic  blanket  shoulder  to  shoulder.  My  hand  rests  on  her  knee.  She  bends  forward  and

done  all  the  proving  in  the  world.  I’m  the  best,  the  first,  and  your  words  can’t  hurt  me 
now.” 

The  difficulty  with  my  version  and  the  real  version  is  the  timing.  Coming  out  has  to  be  a 
controlled  process;  one  in  which  you  sav  the  words  to  yourself  and' then  to  others  when  and 
if  you  are  ready.  I  feel  badly  that  it  happened  this  way.  But  I  feel  even  more  badly  that  Billie 
Jean,  surrounded  by  her  advisors,  responded  with  fear  and  confusion.  Billie  Jean,  at  the 
pinnacle,  got  frightened  and  slammed  the  door  even  harder. 

I  understand  and  empathize  with  the  victims  of  “homosexual  panic.”  We  have  all 
shared  the  malady  at  one  time  or  another.  But  it’s  too  bad  for  all  of  us.  Especially  when  she 
says  “it  was  a  mistake.”  What  was?  The  affair  with  this  particular  woman  (we  all  make 
those  kinds  of  mistakes)  or  did  she  mean  getting  involved  with  a  woman  at  all? 

It  made  me  nauseaus  to  read  that  she  leaned  her  head  on  her  husband's  shoulder.  The 
mimicking  of  cloying  female  behavior  is  demeaning  to  strong  women  like  Billie  Jean.  It  is 
also  an  affront  to  watch  women  who  have  been  involved  with  women  retreat  to  the  security 
of  heterosexual  privilege.  (If  she  had  been  accused  of  taking  kickbacks  for  a  tennis  scam, 
would  she  have  had  a  press  conference  with  longing  looks  at  Larry  to  prove  her  honesty?) 

Events  like  this  make  me  wonder  what  it  means  to  be  a  lesbian.  (I  have  wondered  that 
for  a  long  time.)  Is  she  a  lesbian  because  she  had  one  affair?  Does  it  take  more  than  one?  Are 
you  a  lesbian  if  you’re  married?  Are  you  a  lesbian  if  you  sometimes  have  attractions  to  men? 
Do  we  ever  dare  call  a  person  a  lesbian  if  they  haven’t  yet  claimed  the  label? 

1  would  have  been  happy  if  Billie  Jean  came  out  with  a  carefully  worded  statement 
about  bisexuality;  about  privacy  and  boundaries  and  changing  relationships;  falling  in  love 
and  out  of  love,  even  “open  marriages.”  But  it  makes  me  angry.  It  disappoints  me.  (Yes,  1 
am  disturbed  that  Marilyn  Barnett  brought  this  suit,  dealing  with  her  anger  in  a  patriarchal 
court.)  But  how  awful  to  see  in  print  the  denial  of  loving. 

How  often  have  we  heard  the  denial  of  loving  by  heterosexual  women,  "straight 
women,”  experimenting  with  lesbian  lovers.  How  many  times  have  we  collectively  shared 
the  pain  of  the  w'omen  we  love  saying  it  was  a  “special”  aside,  not  real,  not  important.  It 
conjures  up  images  of  slambamthankyoum’am  stuff. 

“No,  Marilyn,  those  endless  nights  discussing  the  color  the  sunset  and  the  texture  of 
dreams,  the  curve  of  spines,  it  was  all  a  mistake.  The  softness  of  our  voices  and  charm  of 
your  touch  —  it  was  all  a  mistake  and  I’m  going  back  to  Larry,  Harry,  Tom,  Dick  and  Jim 
for  manhandling.” 

It  hurts  to  acknowledge  a  hero’s  lack  of  courage  in  seizing  the  time.  Not  that  Billie  Jean 
should  have  spouted  a  litany  of  gay  rights  rhetoric,  but  she  could  have  used  the  opportunity 
to  speak  out  and  defend  the  dignity  of  loving  whomever,  whenever  one  pleases.  Damn  it 
Billie  Jean,  match  point!

lightly  kisses  my  cheek.  I  steal  a  bite  of  her  sandwich,  and  she  tickles  me.  We  laugh,  trade 
secrets,  and  stare  into  each  other’s  eyes  as  lovers  always  do. 

Then,  munching  our  dessert  apples,  we  stroll  the  trails  arm  in  arm.  Feeling  silly,  we 
sneak  up  on  some  fish  in  the  pond.  Feeling  serious,  we  plan  a  philosophical  debate  to  win 
over  her  father  and  my  mother  into  fully  accepting  us. 

One  day  last  week,  the  wind  was  blowing  too  hard  for  a  picnic  so  we  ate  in  the  car. 
Other  cars  were  parked  along  side  of  us.  Ignoring  their  closeness,  we  had  lunch  in  our  usual 
playful  affectionate  way.  Then  we  went  for  a  walk. 

Before  we  got  back  to  my  car,  someone  tucked  a  piece  of  yellow  notebook  paper  under 
the  windshield  wiper.  It  was  a  poem.  “To  Twin  Lovers,”  it  said,  “In  your  small  ways  you 
make  my  days  a  happy  round  of  light  love  warmly  found  .  .  .” 

The  poem  spoke  of  our  ‘’gentle  happiness,”  our  “natural  need  to  join,”  and  the 
“honor  of  knowing  love  well  held”  in  our  hands.  It  ended,  “May  God  smile  on  you  as  the 
sun  on  this  bright  day.” 

A  loving  tribute.  Someone,  who  had  been  quietly  watching  us,  liked  what  s/he  saw. 
Our  open  affection  had  brought  joy  to  this  person  who,  in  turn,  shared  it  with  us.  The  three 
of  us  had  touched. 

My  lover  and  I  hugged  a  bit  longer  as  we  parted  that  day  —  glad  for  our  relationship, 
glad  for  the  writer  of  the  poem,  and  glad  for  choosing  to  be  full  participants  in  life  out  of  the 
closet.

are  incapable  of  being  loved,  but  why,  I  ask,  must 
that  idea  then  apply  to  young  males,  who,  I  am 
happy  to  tell  you,  are  quite  capable  of  both  giving 
and  receiving  love.  And  this  love  is  a  mutual  way 
of  growth  and  maturation. 

I  suspect  that  young  females  are  equally 
capable  of  such  love  and  maturation.  How  sad 
that  their  most  vocal  sisters  deny  them  this 
opportunity. 

You  quote  one  man  who  said  that,  when  he  was 
15,  he  knew  that,  his  relationship  with  a  man  at 
least  twice  his  age  was  good  and  beneficial.  Are 
other  lesbians  and  gay  men  assuming  the  right  to 
say  “But  you  shouldn’t  have.  You  should  have 
asked  us,  and  done  as  we  told  you”? 

All  I  can  say  is  let’s  all  become  devout  Cath¬ 
olics,  and  we’ll  be  willing  to  be  brow-beaten  and 
brainwashed!! 

Another  point  I  must  make  is  that  we  gays 
(male  and  female)  have  one  important  job  to  do: 
to  get  some  public' acceptance  of  us  gays!  Now 
I’m  all  for  other  people  and  groups  seeking  their 
“rights”  and  I,  as  an  individual,  will  help  all  I 
can.  But,  I  feel,  sure,  gay  organizations  must 
concentrate  on  gay  issues.  Individually  we  can 
spread  our  time  as  we  wish,  but  there  is  confusion 
between  gay  rights  and  other  rights  (black  people, 
Jews,  handicapped  people,  transvestites  (mostly 
not  gay)  and  transsexuals).  Sure,  we  must  help 


them  —  as  individuals,  not  as  members  of  gay 
organizations.  Yes,  I  think  it’s  a  great  mistake  for 
us  gays  to  get  closely  mixed  with  other  minorities 
who  are  not  gay.  We  have  our  own  struggle.  Let’s 
concentrate  on  that,  and  just  encourage  those 
others  as  individuals. 

An  example  I  take  from  your  article:  a  19  year 
old  black  talking  about  “jobs  for  youth.”  Now 
that’s  important,  no  question,  but  it  is  not  the 
main  problem  of  us  gays.  Again,  as  individuals 
we  can  help  our  young  and  black  friends,  but  I 
insist  that  this  is  not  part  of  the  gay  liberation 
movement.  I  love  young  people,  but  the  gay 
movement  involves  lots  more  than  19  year  old 
blacks. 

Certainly  it’s  difficult  to  define  “love,”  but  to 
define  “consent”  is  probably  more  difficult.  It 
seems  to  me  that  “consent”  means  that  not  only 
does  one  desire  something,  but  that  he  has  a 
chance  to  say  “No!”  and  can  reasonably  expect 
to  have  his  negative  wishes  accepted.  “Consent” 
surely  is  not  “agreeing  to  something”  because  of 
forces  or  authority  of  one  party  which  frightens 
or  encourages  one  to  act. 

You  express  what  I  suppose  is  a  “fact”:  that 
half  the  delegates  were  women  and  approximately 
30%  blacks,  hispanics,  Asians,  and  Native  Amer¬ 
icans.  All  1  can  say  is  “So  what?”  I’m  not  sure  I 
approve  a  future  “25%  representation  of  rural 


people.”  I  haven’t  had  much  support  from  Idaho 
and  North  Dakota  and  other  mid-western  states. 
This  is  not  to  deny  that  there  are  lots  of  gay  people 
(mostly  in  the  closet,  I  fear)  out  there.  But  what 
we  are  seeking  is  not  “closet-dwellers”  but 
friends  who  will  help  our  mutual  endeavor. 

Anyway,  let’s  hope  we  can,  at  long  last,  have  a 
national  organization  that  may  be  able  to  speak 
for  all  of  us  —  including  us  boy-lovers.  Now 
what?

states  that  Dr.  Helen  Caldicott,  an 
internationally  known  anti¬ 
nuclear  activist  and  founder  and 
primary  strategist  for  the  Party, 
wanted  to  keep  this  a  one-issue 
demonstration. 

“She  [Caldicott]  feels  time  is  so 
limited^  Her  goal  is  reaching 
middle  American  women,  getting 
women  to  come  out  of  their 
kitchens  to  say,  ‘We  have  to  stop 
this  nuclear  madness  now’,” 
Aronson  told  GCN. 

Caldicott  was  not  available  for 
comment. 

Jeanna  Sindoni  said  she  felt 
“pretty  good  to  see  the  diversity. 

.  .  .  Hopefully  next  year  it  will  be 
more  unified  because  of  the  pro¬ 
cess  the  Party  has  gone  through.” 

Sindoni  said  she  was  glad  that 
she  went. 

Shields  said  she  thought  that 
“sraight  people  have  to  work  on 
their  shit  just  like  white  people 
have  to  work  on  their  racism.  If 
they  have  homophobia,  that’s 
their  problem.  We  [lesbians] 
should  have  gone  and  been 
ourselves;  we  should  have  taken 
that  space. 

“Sure  I  dressed  up.  I  ironed  my 
pants,  put  on  a  jacket  and  wore  my 
high-top,  black  basketball  sneak¬ 
ers.  No  one  gave  me  a  hard  time 
about  it,”  Shields  said. 

About  a  thousand  people,  most¬ 
ly  but  not  all  women,  attended  the 
rain-soaked  rally,  which  included 
many  speakers:  Helen  Caldicott, 
Randal  Forsburg  (a  woman), 
Beulah  Sanders  of  the  National 
Welfare  Rights  Organization,  Jo 
Butler  of  the  DC  Statehood 
Committee,  Barry  Commoner, 
Benjamin  Spock  and  others. 

Aronson  also  spoke  at  the  rally 
and  did  so  wearing  a  pink  triangle. 
When  questioned  by  a  reporter, 
she  said  she  was  wearing  the  tri¬ 
angle  in  solidarity  Yvith  all  the 
lesbians  at  the  march. 

Members  of  Women’s  Action/ 
South  of  North  Carolina  passed 
out  pink  triangles  at  the  march 
along  with  a  statement  saying, 
“This  symbol  marked  homosex¬ 
uals  during  the  holocaust  much  as 
Jews  were  marked  with  the  Star  of 
David.  We  are  choosing  to  mark 
ourselves  as  lesbians  in  response  to 
the  request  that  lesbians  not 
identify  themselves  with  banners 
during  the  march.  .  .  .  Women 
from  a  variety  of  sexual  and 
political  choices  are  wearing  the 
pink  triangle,  demonstrating  our 
refusal  to  be  divided  by  our  differ¬ 
ences.  ...” 

Shields  said,  “I  didn’t  see  any 
women  in  heels  but  I  saw  a  lot  of 
pink  triangles.” 

However,  none  of  the  speakers 
are  known  to  be  gay  and  gay  rights 
was  not  mentioned  in  any  of  the 
speeches.

is  the  most  militant  within  the 
PCM.  The  evening  of  the  march, 
Fernando  Aranda  of  the  Colectivo 
addressed  a  PCM  rally  in  the  city 
square  and  expressed  solidarity 
with  the  march  and  support  for 
the  PCM’s  pro-gay  stance. 

May  Day  is  an  official  holiday 
in  Mexico,  a  country  with  what 
purports  to  be  a  revolutionary 
government.  The  Partido  Revolu- 
cionario  Institucional  (PRI), 
which  has  been  in  power  continu¬ 
ously  since  1917,  is  nominally  so¬ 
cialist;  however,  it  has  allowed 
U.S.  and  other  large  foreign  cor¬ 
porations  to  operate  in  the  coun¬ 
try.  In  addition,  it  has  at  times 
been  extremely  repressive  against 
popular  protest,  most  notoriously 
during  the  1968  Olympic  Games, 
when  government  troops  gunned 
down  a  student  demonstration  in 
Tlatelolco  Square  in  Mexico  City, 
killing  500,  and  imprisoned  thou¬ 
sands  more  without  trial  —  many 
of  them  for  ten  years.

that  Peluso  is  unlikely  to  be  vio¬ 
lent.  He  said  Peluso  has  made 
progress  in  openly  accepting  his 
homosexuality  and  in  taking  re¬ 
sponsibility  for  his  actions.  Frost 
admitted  this  progress  was  not 
noted  in  his  written  evaluation  on 
Peluso. 

Dr.  Charles  Silverstein,  a  psy¬ 
chologist,  author  of  several  books 
on  homosexuality  and  founder  of 
the  New  York  Gay  Mental  Health 
Clinic  appeared  as  an  expert  wit¬ 
ness  on  sex  between  men  and  boys 
and  testified  on  the  interpretation 
of  psychological  tests 
administered  to  Peluso.  After 
reviewing  these  test  results,  he 
found  no  evidence  of  aggressive¬ 
ness  but  rather  a  low-grade  de¬ 
pression  and  loneliness. 

Relationships  with  boys,  Silver¬ 
stein  said,  can  be  either  nurturing 
or  harmful,  depending  on  their 
context  and  milieu.  Under  cross- 
examination  Silverstein  said  sex¬ 
ual  relations  between  men  and 
boys  are  often  non-harmful  and 
nurturing. 

Dr.  Richard  Pillard,  Director  of 
Psychopharmacology  at  Boston 
University,  Professor  of  Psychia¬ 
try  and  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
Homophile  Community  Health 
Service,  testified  that  Peluso  is  not 
sexually  dangerous,  having  shown 
neither  compulsiveness  nor  ag¬ 
gression.  Pillard  commented  fur¬ 
ther  that  Peluso  had  formed  adult 
homosexual  relations,  a  signifi¬ 
cant  indicator  of  progress,  though 
he  is  still  attracted  to  late 
teenagers.  He  added  that  a  treat¬ 
ment  plan  is  necessary  and  impor¬ 
tant  for  a  patient  committed  to  a 
treatment  center. 

Dr.  William  Mallamud,  Clinical 
Director  of  the  Solomon,  Carter 
and  Fuller  Mental  Health  Center 
and  a  Professor  of  Psychiatry,  al¬ 
so  found  Peluso  to  be  neither  ag¬ 
gressive  nor  compulsive  and  there¬ 
fore  not  sexually  dangerous. 

Judge  Steele  did  not  make  a  de¬ 
cision  pending  his  study  of  the  do¬ 
cuments  and  testimony.  Under  the 
SDP  statute,  Peluso  could  be  held 
for  life  at  Bridgewater.  If  found 
not  to  be  SDP,  Pelus  would  be 
sent' to  Concord  prison  for  reclas¬ 
sification  and  would  be  eligible 
for  parole  in  1987.

has  even  had  the  courage  to  state 
publicly  that  it  is  highly  hypocriti¬ 
cal  and  destructive  to  the  move¬ 
ment  for  such  a  spokesperson  to 
urge  the  general  public  to  let  go  of 
its  homophobic  stereotypes  while 
behaving  in  ways  that  reinforce  the 
very  worst  of  what  is  believed 
about  us.” 

Phoebe,  an  LAB  board  member 
who  voted  to  “keep  LAB’s  name 
from  being  involved”  in  the  rally, 
said  she  opposes  man/boy  love 
“because  of  the  power  differen¬ 
tial”  that  she  believes  accompanies 
relationships  between  adults  and 
children. 

Other  Cincinnati  lesbians  op¬ 
pose  LAB’s  severing  ties  with 
GCGC.  In  a  recent  issue  of  Dinah, 
a  woman  named  Scotty  wrote,  “I 
hope  that  this  issue  does  not  prove 
to  be  a  divisive  force  which  will 
prevent  unity  in  the  future,  but 
rather  that,  by  working  through 
these  issues  and  finding  acceptable 
solutions,  the  strength  of  our  com¬ 
munity  will  grow.” 

The  man  concerned  sought  ad¬ 
vice  from  the  North  American 
Man/Boy  Love  Association 
(NAMBLA),  which  published  his 
letter  anonymously  in  NAMBLA 
News  this  spring.  The  man  wrote 
that  he  does  not  consider  himself  a 
boy-lover,  and  only  played  sex-

Politics  on  the  Beach 

"The  alarming  growth  of 
the  nude  beach  threatens  the 
town  not  only  with  sexual 
crimes  against  adults  and 
children  but  also  inevitably 
with  other  crimes  against 
persons  and  property." 

"Has  anyone  taken  into 
account  that  the  naked  people 
arrested  on  Bolinas  Beach 
were  teaching  their  very 
young  children  to  be  law¬ 
breakers  .  .  .  Perhaps  to  be 
thoroughly  frightened  by  the 
adult  lawlessness  may  be  a 
good  lesson  to  their  children 
and  save  them  in  future  from 
going  all  wrong  even  at  the 
expense  of  making  them  fear 
the  law  enforcers." 

The  first  quote  is  from  a 
liberal,  Adrian  Murphy,  who 
cautions  the  town  of  Truro  on 
Cape  Cod  not  to  be  "naive" 
about  the  "hordes  and  their 
fringes."  It  was  fairly  clear  to 
Danny  Schechter  who  cover¬ 
ed  this  for  the  Boston  Phoenix 
(9/10/74)  that  gay  people 
"seem  to  be  one  target  of  a 
good  deal  of  this  civic 
uptightness.  Not  a  few  of 


Truro’s  straight  citizens 
would  prefer  to  keep  them 
segregated  in  P-town  (Pro¬ 
vincetown)  which  bans 
nudity." 

The  second  quote  is  from  a 
letter  to  the  editor  from  C.  D. 
Smith  quoted  by  Roland  Ja- 
copetti  ( Sun  Tub  and  Beach 
79)  who  comments  that  "I 
think  the  Smiths  of  the  world 
believe  that  were  it  not  for  the 
coverings  that  hide  those  few 
square  inches  of  ‘privates,’  our 
defenses  would  snap  and  we’d 
finally  give  way  to  all  those 
horrid  sexual  desires  we  fight 
so  hard  to  keep  down." 

As  can  be  seen  by  the 
quotes  above,  it  is  some  of  the 
same  uptight  people  using 
similar  language  and  raising 
the  "corruption  of  children" 
argument  again.  Small  won¬ 
der  —  it  must  be  quite  appar¬ 
ent  to  them  that  their  child¬ 
ren  have  to  be  very  carefully 
taught  to  hate  their  bodies 
and  their  sexuality. 

Gay  people  have  been  cre¬ 
dited  as  being  among  the  first 
of  those  who  make  up  the 
modem  phenomenon  of  pub¬ 
lic  nudity.  There  has  always

Brush  Hollow,  Truro,  Pirates 
Cove,  Malibu.  Skinny  dip¬ 
ping,  where  individuals  or 
groups  of  friends  go  to  some 
secluded  place  and  go  swim¬ 
ming  without  clothing,  is  an 
American  tradition.

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ming  pools  that  once  were 
either  swimsuit  optional  or 
swimsuit  prohibited  have 
(almost?)  all  gone.  Swimming 
at  the  Y  recently,  a  friend 
remarked  that  the  teenagers 
changed  clothes  beneath  their 
towels. 

Eugene  Callen,  the  founder 
of  Beachfront  USA  (to  fight 
police  harassment  of  people  at 
Pirates  Cove  in  August  1972) 
doesn't  like  the  term  "nudist”: 
"it  has  a  slightly  anachron¬ 
istic  odor.  It's  like  calling 
someone  who  is  against  slav¬ 
ery  an  'abolitionist.'"  Callen 
talks  about  the  young  men 
and  women  who  declared 
their  exodus  from  the  society 
of  Imperial  Germany  —  the 
Freideutsche  Jugend.  Part  of 
this  movement  in  tum-of- 
the-century  Germany  in¬ 
volved  the  "Wandervogel"  — 
a  group  that  Richard  Mills  in 
Gay  Sunshine  (#42/43) 
writes:  "offered  youth  the 
chance  to  escape  bourgeois 
German  society  by  retreating 
back  to  nature.  The  Wander¬ 
vogel  was  founded  upon 
homosexual,  as  opposed  to 
heterosexual,  sentiments." 

There  were  others:  Ralph 
Nicholas  Chubb,  poet  and 
artists  "embarked  upon  his 
lifelong  cult  of  nudism"  (and 
love  of  boys)  (Enrico  Konate, 
Gay  Sunshine  #35),  and  the 
spirit  of  Whitman  in  Amer¬ 
ica. 

When  Kurt  Barthel  came 
from  Germany  to  New  York 
he  brought  ideas  from  home 
and  is  credited  with  leading 


the  first  nudist  groups  in 
upstate  New  York  on  Labor 
Day  1929.  Encountering 
severe  disapproval,  the  group 
began  to  buy  land  and  nudists 
were  soon  set  apart  in  their 
own  ghettos.  Out  of  that 
came  the  oldest  of  the 
“nudist”  organizations:  the 
American  Sunbathing  As¬ 
sociation.  Some  of  the  people 
involved  with  free  beaches 
come  from  such  organiza¬ 
tions  but  many  of  those  who 
go  to  the  beaches  don't  feel 
comfortable  with  some  of  the 
practices  of  the  camps.  This  is 
partly  because  the  "nudist"  is 
felt  to  be  obligated  to  be  in  the 
nude  at  all  times  (if  practical) 
and  that  everyone  should  be 
naked.  On  the  "free"  beaches, 
no  one  is  pressured  to  take  off 
their  clothes.  Most  do,  some 
don't  and  some  go  half  way. 
Some  just  take  longer  than 
others  to  get  around  to  it. 
Also  there  is  a  feeling  by 
beachgoers  that  they  have  as 
much  right  to  the  use  of 
public  lands  as  anyone  else. 
When  a  beach  begins  to  grow 
in  popularity,  the  problem 
begins. 

Bmsh  Hollow  in  Truro  had 
for  many  years  been  an  easy¬ 
going  place.  John  Ball 
[Provincetown  Advocate, 
1973)  wrote,  “Years  ago 
before  the  National  Seashore 
became  a  crowded  reality, 
nude  bathing  at  the  ocean 
shore  was  the  rule  rather  than 
the  exception.  If  you  took  a 
bathing  suit  with  you,  it  was 
just  in  case  strangers 


happened  by."  In  1974,  after 
some  publicity  and  crowds  of 
more  than  a  thousand  a  day, 
the  Truro  Neighborhood  As¬ 
sociation  agitated  for  and 
finally  got  the  National  Park 
Service  (NPS)  to  invoke  the 
"beaches  master  plan  desig¬ 
nation  to  remain  a  remote 
and  undeveloped  area"  (which 
precluded  its  development  as 
a  clothing  optional  beach)  and 
to  prohibit  nude  bathing. The 
Massachusetts  Civil  Liberties 
Union  took  it  to  court  but 
lost  at  the  Federal  District 
and  the  Court  of  Appeals 
levels.  There  were  a  lot  of 
citations  issued  in  1976-1977 
and  the  vehicles  of  the  rangers 
began  to  visibly  damage  the 
dunes  they  were  supposed  to 
protect.  Cape  Cod  remains 
the  only  NPS  property  with 
such  a  rule. 

Gateway  National  Sea- 
shore-Riis  Park  beach  in  New 
York  found  that  the  courts 
would  not  entertain  arrests  on 
the  charge  of  public  nudity. 
Management  restricted  the 
activity  to  a  particular  section 
and  enforced  the  restriction 
by  arresting  those  found  nude 
bathing  in  other  areas  of  the 
beach.  In  either  case  those 
wishing  to  use  those  beaches 
should  check  with  the  locals 
to  find  out  how  things  stand 
for  this  summer  1981. 

On  one  visit  to  Truro  last 
year  I  had  no  trouble.  On  Fire 
Island  the  National  Seashore 
staff  say  they  “simply  ask 
nude  bathers  to  dress  if  the 
nudity  appears  too  visible  to 


the  general  public."  With  the 
"general  public"  keeping  its 
distance  from  the  predomi¬ 
nantly  gay  area  of  Cherry 
Grove  and  the  Pines,  there 
doesn't  appear  to  be  much  of  a 
problem. 

A  900  foot  strip  of  land  at 
Blacks  Beach,  La  Jolla,  Cal¬ 
ifornia  was  designated  in  May 
1974  by  city  ordinance  as  a 
"swimsuit  optional”  zone  —  a 
legal  nude  beach.  A  year  later 
the  first  anniversary  party  of 
the  beach  attracted  more  than 
15,000  people.  It  was  this 
heavy  and  growing  use  that 
prompted  a  referendum  on 
the  status  of  Blacks  Beach  in 
September,  1977  that  resulted 
in  the  designation's  being 
withdrawn.  In  as  conservative 
an  area  as  San  Diego,  organ¬ 
izers  of  "No  on  D"  (pro  free 
beach)  consoled  themselves 
that  they  got  as  high  a  share 
of  the  vote  (45%)  as  they  did. 
On  a  visit  in  July  1979,  I 
found  the  beach  to  be  not  so 
different  from  what  it  had 
been  in  1973.  It's  said  that 
when  the  occasional  patrol 
comes  by,  people  quietly  slip 
on  some  clothing  and  then 
take  it  off  again  afterwards.  I 
didn't  see  any  police  all  day. 
There  were  a  couple  of  hun¬ 
dred  people  and  a  comfortable 
mix  of  all  kinds  of  people,  gay 
and  straight,  and  all  de¬ 
termined  to  use  the  beach  as 
they'd  become  accustomed. 
Meanwhile,  regrouped  as 
Friends  of  Alternatives  In 
Recreation  (FAIR)  they  con¬ 
tinue  to  work  for  a  win  in  an¬ 


other  referendum.  The  Cali¬ 
fornia  Parks  Director  an¬ 
nounced  on  June  1,  1979  that 
"enforcement  of  nude  bathing 
regulations  would  only  be 
made  upon  the  complaint  of  a 
private  citizen"  and  that  even 
then  citations  would  be  is¬ 
sued  “only  after  attempts  are 
made  to  elicit  voluntary  com¬ 
pliance  with  regulations,"  a 
policy  which  coincides  with 
that  of  the  U.S.  Forest  Service 
and  apparently  that  of  the 
National  Parks  Service,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Free  Beaches 
Documentation  Center. 

There  is  no  federal  law  that 
prohibits  nudity  nor  is.  there 
one  in  most  of  the  states.  In 
Canada  there  is  a  law  but  it  is 
infrequently  enforced.  Sec¬ 
tion  170(i)  of  the  Criminal 
Code  dates  back  to  the  turn  of 
the  century  to  counter  activi¬ 
ties  of  the  Sons  of  Freedom 
Doukhoubors  who  blew  up 
trains  and  burned  houses  to 
protest  against  secular  gov¬ 
ernment  and  military  service. 
They  also  paraded  in  the 
nude. 

Personal  Experiences 

It's  just  warming  up  in 
Massachusetts;  the  leaves  are 
out.  If  Iwereat  a  friend's  farm 
in  the  country  (two  hours 
west  of  here)  or  fortunate

high  school  friend  in  Ocean 
Beach,  San  Diego.  I  didn't 
know  she  was  gay  'til  I  got 
there  and  was  introduced  to 
all  her  wonderful  friends.  Gay 
people  made  up  a  large  part  of 
the  counter-culture/  politi¬ 
cal-movement/  street-scene 
of  those  days  in  Ocean  Beach, 
and  as  I  later  found,  in  other 
parts  of  North  America  and 
Europe.  Free  access  to  Gar¬ 
bage  Beach  and  doing  battle 
with  the  developers  (who  saw 
a  chance  to  make  a  lot  of 
money)  was  high  on  the  prior¬ 
ity  list.  By  going  down  the 
beach  (south)  to  the  rocks 
below  the  naval  station,  one 
could  be  fairly  sure  of  being 
left  alone.  People  lived  down 
there  in  caves  hollowed  out  of 
the  soft  stone  of  the  cliffs 
until  someone  was  buried 
alive  one  night. 

Just  after  Christmas  a 
15-year-old  runaway  amongst 
us  suddenly  found  out  that 
his  mother,  having  tracked 
him  from  Denver,  had  the 
local  police  going  from  house 
to  house  looking  for  him.  He 
and  I  decided  to  hitch  up 
north.  On  the  way  we  stop¬ 
ped  off  at  another  high  school 
friend's  dorm  at  UCSB-  This 
was  my  first  encounter  with 
being  naked  with  so  many 
other  people.  There  were  lots 
of  opportunities  to  make 
friends  of  the  college  students 
and  townspeople  back  in  the 
dunes  sheltered  from  the 
wind.  Gay  and  straight  peo¬ 
ple,  men  and  women,  all  ages

mixed  easily.  By  the  time  I 
got  back  there  in  1977  things 
had  changed,  as  in  all  of  Cali¬ 
fornia.  Something  had  gone 
and  the  change  for  me  was 
epitomized  by  the  architec¬ 
ture  of  the  new  Bank  of 
America  building  in  the 
middle  of  Isla  Vista  (the  stu¬ 
dents  and  street  people  had 
burned  down  the  previous 
one),  built  like  a  fortress. 

Craig,  the  boy  from  Den¬ 
ver,  and  I  then  spent  some 
time  on  various  beaches  be¬ 
tween  Santa  Barbara  and  San 
Francisco.  My  favorite  was 
Red  White  and  Blue  Beach  — 
4  miles  north  of  Santa  Cruz. 
Several  gay  men  used  to  go 
there  to  pick  up  the  surfers 
who  strip  off  their  wetsuits  to 
warm  in  the  sun  below  the 
cliffs  —  some  of  them  were 
surfers  themselves.  One  of 
these  men  lived  nearby  and 
we  had  a  place  to  stay.  Again 
the  vibes  were  friendly,-  and  a 
pervasive  sexuality  hid  just 
behind  the  outwardly  locker- 
room  ambience  of  the  all¬ 
male,  mostly  teenage  to  20s 
group,  as  if  that  brief  wonder¬ 
ful  time  between  the  phys-ed 
and  the  re-dressing  after  the 
showers  had  been  stretched 
out  to  last  all  day.  As  the  day 
cooled,  the  joints  came  out. 
The  runs  to  the  store  for  the 
six-packs  and  food  would  be 
made.  Some  would  go  home, 
some  stay  and  wrap  up  in 
sleeping  bags  for  the  night  and 
some  would  go  hang  out  at 
that  guy's  house  (who'd  been 
looking  at  you  all  day  but 


you’d  made  out  like  you 
didn't  notice)  ostensibly  to 
get  high  and  listen  to  the 
stereo. 

In  Los  Angeles,  for  a  month 
in  1979,  I  spent  a  lot  of  time 
at  Pirate's  Cove  just  south  of 
Zuma  Beach  —  easily  acces¬ 
sible  by  bus  from  Santa  Mon¬ 
ica.  Pirate's  Cove  was  espe¬ 
cially  interesting  because  of 
the  core  group  that  lived 
down  there  at  the  base  of 
steep  cliffs.  They  supported 
themselves  by  selling  food 
and  other  refreshments. 
Among  the  group  was  a  form¬ 
er,  Hell's  Angels  biker,  a 
runaway  kid  from  Arizona,  a 
young  silent  type  with  mili¬ 
tary  haircut,  a  man  and  his 
wife  and  two  kids  and  a  gay 
man  with  waist-length  hair 
and  feathers  in  it.  The  extra 
depth  of  their  tans  made  them 
stand  out  and  as  the  daytime 
people  left,  it  was  they  who 
directed  the  foraging  for  the 
wood  for  evening  fires  and  the 
digging  of  the  moats  and  sand 
walls  against  the  incoming 
tide.  This  brought  those  of  us 
who  remained  for  the  night 
closer,  sleeping  bags  all 
crowded  together.  In  the 
morning  we  found  that  we'd 
joined.  There  was  a  tribal 
feeling  and  a  sense  of  "this  is 
our  beach."  The  newcomers 
and  day  people  arrived  and 
spread  out  their  towels  and 
blankets  over  the  areas  now 
relinquished  by  the  sea.  At 
the  center  amidst  flags  on 
long  bamboo  poles  and  sheets 
made  into  bivouacs  against 
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New  England:  "almost  a  showpiece  .  .  . 
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furnishings  ...  all  high  quality,  down  to 
the  china  and  stemware."  AAA:  “**•". 
Exxon  Vacation  Guide:  "Excellent."

sun  and  breeze  —  as  refresh¬ 
ing  as  a  shower  with  pepper¬ 
mint  soap.  Some  of  my 
friends  who  think  half  a  loaf 
is  better  than  none  don't 
understand  why  I  don't  settle 
for  shorts.  I  suggest  to  them 
that  taking  a  shower  in  my 
shorts  would  equally  lud¬ 
icrous.  “It's  not  that  im¬ 
portant,”  I’m  told.  Perhaps, 
but  then  it  all  comes  down  to 
the  same  repression  that 
keeps  me  from  touching  my 
friends  in  my  neighborhood 
(Dorchester)  or  telling  friends 
not  to  be  too  campy  or  dress 
too  unconventionally  if 
they're  going  to  ride  the 
subway  to  downtown  (where 
we  at  least  feel  safe) . 

In  getting  to  where  I  am 
now,  I  observed  a  lot  of  public 
nudity  in  the  late  '60s  at 
places  like  anti- Viet  Nam 
War  demostartions  (hundreds 
of  naked,  mud-covered  people 
at  the  Lincoln  Memorial)  and 
Rock  Festivals  (Isle  of  Wight, 
1970)  before  I  could  get  over 
my  own  shyness  and  condi¬ 
tioning.  Swimming  classes  at 
the  University  of  Maryland 
were  compulsorily  nude  and 
that  helped  —  especially  the 
life-saving  course.  Still,  the 
feeling  of  finally  being  free 
and  open  on  a  beach  with 
hundreds  of  other  people  at 
Devereaux  Beach,  just  above 
the  campus  of  UC  Santa  Bar¬ 
bara  (UCSB)  was  liberating 
(as  liberating  as  my  coming 
out  had  been). 

I  was  first  in  California  in 
December  1972.  Hitched 


the  sometimes  too-intense 
sun,  against  rocks  covered 
with  sleeping  bags  and  other 
soft  things  to  sit  on,  sat  the 
inner  circle  group  and  the 
longer  you  spent  there,  the 
closer  to  the  center  you  got. 
There  was  never  any  trouble, 
and  minor  irritations  such  as 
the  occasional  fully  clothed 
man  who  would  start  to  circle 
some  women  or  the  guy  who 
wore  a  military  jacket  but  no 
pants  and  paraded  his  erection 
in  people's  faces  were  firmly 
but  non-violently  encouraged 
to  move  on.  For  me,  the  ma¬ 
jor  irritation  was  the  man 
who  kept  trying  to  lure  the 
teenagers  with  me  off  with 
him  with  the  promise  of  a 
boundless  supply  of  quaa- 
ludes. 

In  other  inland  travels  we 
swam  with  friends  and  fellow 
hitch-hikers  and  people  we 
met  along  the  way.  We  swam 
from  the  warm  muddy  shal¬ 
lows  of  the  Colorado  in 
Southern  Arizona  and  the  Rio 
Grande  near  Mexico  to  the 
clear  cold  waters  of  the 
abandoned  granite  quarries  of 
Vermont  and  quiet  lakes  of 
Parc  Montremblanc  in  Que¬ 
bec.  There  was  never  much 
difficulty  finding  a  place  to  go 
and  very  often  there  would  be 
a  farmer  and  his  family  or  a 
tmekdriver  or  some  local  kids 
down  there  doing  the  same. 

Two  other  types  of  beaches 
stand  out  in  my  memory  as 
the  most  beautiful:  those  of 
the  upper  ocean  side  of  Cape 
Cod  and  those  of  the 
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Caribbean  Islands.  In  the 
Islands,  I  remember  the  clear 
blue  warm  water  full  of 
colorful  fish,  complex  coral 
formations  and  other  myriad 
life.  Whenever  the  city  and 
the  hassles  get  me  down,  I 
feel  a  yearning  to  throw  off 
everything,  dive  back  into 
that  water  and  spend  some 
more  lazy  days  lying  on  the 
beach  without  having  to  get 
dressed  even  at  night.  The 
water  of  the  Cape  is  good  for 
splashing  around  in  and 
playing  in  the  waves. 
However,  it's  the  land,  with 
the  certain  fragrance  that 
comes  through  the  evergreens 


behind  the  dunes,  a  quiet¬ 
ness,  a  benign  feeling  in  the 
atmosphere  that  calms  and 
yet  invigorates  me.  In  the 
sand  midway  between  Truro 
and  Wellfleet  a  small  spring  of 
fresh  water  comes  up  from 
the  base  of  the  high  dune 
early  in  the  summer.  The 
shorelines  have  always  been  a 
place  for  me  that  some  other 
people  seem  to  find  in  these 
cold  dark  recesses  of  ancient 
churches.  A  place  where  land, 
water,  and  sky  meet,  eternity 
expressed  in  a  way  that  I  can 
at  least  begin  to  comprehend. 
Why  bring  with  me  the  trap¬ 
pings  of  civilization  that  cut 


me  up  into  pieces  —  that 
bring  with  them  social  rank, 
professional  bearing  and  class 
differences.  It  feels  good 
alone,  but  even  better  among 
other  people.

Arlington  Street  Church  has 
established  itself  as  an  active  part 
of  our  community.  It  currently 
houses  Oasis,  a  gay  coffeehouse;  it 
has  been  the  setting  for  First  Night 
poetry  readings;  and  on  the  day  of 
Boston’s  Gay  Pride  March,  it  is 
draped  with  streamers  and  ban¬ 
ners,  ringing  its  off-key  bells  to  the 
marchers  below. 

Arlington  Street  Church  hosted 
one  of  the  most  exciting  lesbian 
events  of  the  year  on  Saturday, 
May  9  —  the  women  of  Perseph¬ 
one  Press  Inc.  gathered  together 
12  lesbian  poets  to  read  from  the 
Press’  newly  released  book, 
Lesbian  Poetry:  an  anthology. 


The  doors  opened  at  7:30,  and 
within  minutes  women  were  walk¬ 
ing  back  down  the  stairs,  announc¬ 
ing  that  the  event  was  sold  out. 
Those  who  had  tickets  filed  in 
slowly,  smiling  and  greeting 
friends.  It  was  a  mild  spring  night, 
and  the  mood  was  relaxed  and 
easy-going. 

The  inside  of  the  church  is,  well, 
churchy:  red  cushioned  boxy 
pews,  a  high  ornate  pulpit;  stolid 
columns  were  set  off  by  obligatory 
arranged  flowers.  Over  800  wom¬ 
en  (and  a  few  men)  stood  about 
talking,  making  the  church  look 
like  an  all-female  convention  of 
confident  professionals.  The 
reading  started  approximately  20 
minutes  behind  schedule,  ,Jjut  it 
appeared,  at  that  time,  that  no  one 
minded. 

Barbara  Smith  (co-editor  of 
Conditions;  Five)  was  the  first 
speaker  after  announcements.  She 
pointed  out  where  lesbians  had 
been,  not  so  long  ago,  and  that, 
surely  we  could  all  remember  what 
a  “relief  it  was  just  to  touch  .  .  .”a 
book  or  pamphlet  about  lesbians. 
This  anthology,  she  said,  is  “thick, 


it’s  bound,  it’s  beautiful.”  Not  only 
that,  but  the  editors  of  JLesbian 
Poetry,  Joan  Larkin  arid  Elly 
Bulkin,  had  “not  just  chosen 
[white]  Sapphic  literary  ladies,” 
but  had  actively  pursued  the 
writings  of  women  of  color. 

Elly  Bulkin  spoke  next  of  the 
difficulties  of  editing  such  an 
anthology.  Researching  lesbian 
poets  of  past  eras  was  nearly 
impossible,  she  said.  How  could 
one  know  if  a  poet  was  a  lesbian? 
Another  problem  was  with  groups 
whose  “historical  poverty  leaves 
them  without  a  tradition  of  ’liter¬ 
acy’.”  And  finally,  there  were 
many  poets  now  alive  who,  for 
many  reasons,  chose  against 
inclusion  in  this  anthology. 
However,  the  range  of  subjects 
was  not  limited;  there  were  poems 
about  “motherhood,  sisterhood, 
physical  disabilities,  work,  dying, 
myth,  racism,  imprisonment,  old 
age,  ritual.” 

A  sense  of  community  and  com¬ 
mitment  to  women  was  evident 
throughout  the  reading.  There 
were  poets  such  as  Cherrie 
Moraga  (co-editor  of  This  Bridge 


Called  My  Back)  thanking  the 
older  (mothers)  writers  for  their 
written  words;  Judy  Grahn 
thanking  the  younger  (daughters) 
for  all  that  they  gave  back; 
Moraga  and  Robin  Becker  reading 
poems  to  or  about  their  mothers 
and  grandmothers;  Joan  Larkin 
and  Paula  Gunn  Allen  reading 
poems  for  their  daughters;  and 
many  poets  reading  poems  by 
authors  not  present. 

The  poetry  came  in  many  varie¬ 
ties  and  styles,  reflecting  the 
concerns,  causes  and  issues  in  the 
lesbian  community.  The  poems 
that  were  read  were  about  lesbian 
relationships,  sexual  imagery 
poems,  love  poems  and  ‘poitical’ 
poems.  The  poetry  that  elicited  the 
most  laughter  were  those  about 
lesbian  relationships  and  sexual 
imagery.  Among  those  were  M.  F. 
Hershman’s  ( Boston  Globe 
reviewer)  “Even  Eleanor  was 
Dear”  and  Robin  Becker’s  “After 
Making  Love”  which  follows: 
Afterwards  I  like  to  talk  about  it 
Hear  her  describe  the  camels 
parading 

one  by  one  across  the  desert 
compare  notes/  find  out  how  the 
experimental  parts  worked 

The  effects  of  being  silent  for  so 
many  years  also  came  through  at 
times.  Poems  of  anger  and  help¬ 
lessness  were  shouted;  the  strong 
command  of  “Listen”  was  heard  in 
at  least  four  different  poets’  verses. 

But  the  themes  that  kept  surfac¬ 
ing  were  those  of  racism  and 
identity;  Paula  Gunn  Allen  read 
poems  which  reflected  her  Native 
American  heritage;  Cherrie 
Moraga  and  Michelle  Cliff  both 
read  poems  which  spoke  of  their 
backgrounds  of  color.  Audre 
Lorde  {The  Cancer  Journals) 
prefaced  her  reading  by  saying,  “I 
am  tremendously  moved  by  being 
here  .  .  .  [and  by]  all  of  those 
things  which  we  share.  And  I  am 
also  very,  very  conscious  of  those 
things  which  separate  us,  of  the 
causes  of  anger  and  of  the  reasons 
why  we  do  not  hear  each  other, 
when  we  do  not  hear  each  other.” 

It  was  evident  that  it  is  not  only 
women  of  color  who  are  working 
through  the  effects  of  racism  in  the 
women’s  and  gay  communities. 
Jan  Clausen  read  from  her  poem, 
“dialectics”: 
i’m  what 
i  have 
to  hate

white  skin 
and  history 

There  were,  however,  some 
answers  and  positive  statements 
made  concerning  racism.  Pat 
Parker’s  reading  of  “Where  Will 
You  Be?”  reminded  us  that  it  does 
not  matter  if  we  are  “Black/Chi- 
cana/Native  American/Asian/or 
White  .  .  .  Butch,  or  Fem/Not 
into  roles/  monogamous/non- 
monogamous  .  .  .  Catholic/bap¬ 
tist/ Atheist/Jewish/or  M.C.C.” 
Discrimination  sees  no  color.  And 
when  Judy  Grahn  spoke  before 
reading  her  poetry,  I  am  not  sure 
that  she  was  speaking  to  this  issue 
or  Audre  Lorde  in  particular,  but  1 
hope  she  was  when  she  thanked 
the  “daughters”  [new  writers]  for 
making  her  life  easier,  but  added,  “ 

.  .  .  life  ...  is  more  difficult  .  .  . 
too  .  .  .  but  we  can  get  through 
that  part  .  .  .  It’s  not  having  each 
other  .  .  .”  [that  makes  life  diffi¬ 
cult]. 

She  then  read  a  piece  about  a 
group  of  minnows  that  were  being 
killed  off  by  a  bird  called  a  “greedy 
beak.”  In  this  piece,  the  fish  work¬ 
ed  together  to  fool  and  kill  the 
bird,  and  thus  saved  their  society. 

For  the  poets  scheduled  after  the 
intermission,  the  number  of  poems 
were  reduced,  presumably  due  to 
the  late  start,  the  somewhat  over- 
long  introductions,  and  varying 
styles  of  the  poets.  I  did  feel  that, 
as  the  poets  seemed  not  to  be  at  all 
limited  in  their  choice  of  poetry, 
the  poems  which  they  read  must 
reflect  the  levels,  stages  and 
plateaus  in  their  thinking.  • 
Adrienne  Rich  read  but  one  poem 
of  her  own,  called  “Transit” 
written  in  1979: 

.  .  .  how  unaware  she  is,  how 
simple 

this  is  for  her,  how  without  let  or 
hindrance 

she  travels  in  her  body 
until  the  point  of  passing,  where 
the 
skier 

and  the  cripple  must  decide 
to  recognize  each  other? 

This  kind  of  poem  is  valuable  for  it 
educates  and  asks  questions  which 
need  to  be  asked.  What  I  am  not 
sure  of  is  the  effect  of  setting  up 
sides  within  the  lesbian  commun¬ 
ity.  I  do  wish  that  these  lines  from- 
Jan  Clausen’s  “dialectics”  had 
ended  this  reading: 
to  choose  a  side 
is  only  half  of  it

Until  She  Talks  is  a  recently  re¬ 
leased  45  minute  film  about  FBI 
harassment  and  grand  jury  abuse. 
It  is  timely,  well  done,  and  defi¬ 
nitely  worth  seeing.  The  photog¬ 
raphy  is  excellent  and  the  acting  is 
believable. 

Judith  Ashe,  the  main  character 
in  the  film,  is  a  composite  of  sev¬ 
eral  people,  who  in  real  life,  faced 
the  same  kind  of  government  ha¬ 
rassment  as  described  in  the  film. 
Each  scene  in  the  film  is  true.  It 
happened  over  the  last  ten  years  to 
one  of  many  women  and  men 
caught  up  in  government  fishing 
expeditions  into  political  com¬ 
munities.  The  filmmakers  talked 
with  many  of  these  people  while 
making  the  film,  including  Jill 
Raymond,  Terri  Turgeon,  and 
Ellen  Grusse:  three  lesbians  who 
spent  time  in  jail  in  1975-76  for  re¬ 
fusing  to  testify  before  grand 
juries  in  New  Haven,  CT  and  Lex-

ington,  KY.  The  FBI,  and  grand 
juries  in  these  cases,  were  gather¬ 
ing  information  about  the  lesbian 
and  feminist  communities  in  the 
hopes  of  apprehending  women 
political  “fugitives”  as  well  as 
collecting  valuable  information 
about  how  our  communities  and 
political  organizations  function  in 
order  to  better  be  able  to  sabotage 
our  efforts.  Mary  Lampson,  the 
director,  was  herself  caught  up  in 
this  same  kind  of  government 
abuse  when,  in  June  of  1975  she, 
Haskel  Wexler,  and  Emile  de 
Antonio  were  subpoenaed  to 
appear  before  a  federal  grand  jury 
and  asked  to  deliver  film,  tape, 
and  any  other  material  related  to 
Underground,  a  film  they  were 
making  about  the  Weather  Under¬ 
ground  Organization.  Their 
subpoenas  were  thrown  out  of 
court  when  much  of  Hollywood 
stood  behind  their  right  to  refuse 
to  testify  or  hand  over  any  por¬ 
tions  of  the  film. 

Until  She  Talks  opens  with 
Judith  Ashe  in  jail.  We  hear  part 
of  the  transcript  from  the  grand 
jury  proceedings:  Question:  “Do 
you  recognize  the  people  in  this 
photograph?”  Answer:  “I  refuse 
to  answer.”  The  film  is  then  a 
series  of  flashbacks.  We  see  Judy 
saying  goodbye  to  two  friends/ 
neighbors  as  they  drive  out  of 
town,  leaving  her  a  gpjlt  and

promising  to  write.  Then  we  see. 
the  FBI  barging  in  to  the 
Women’s  Health  Clinic  where 
Judith  works.  They  show  her 
photographs  of  these  two  same 
people  and  ask  her  if  she  recog¬ 
nizes  them.  The  FBI  says  they  are 
fugitives  and  are  wanted  in  con¬ 
nection  with  a  1972  bombing.  . 

We  watch  Judith  decide  right 
then  to  stick  by  her  friends  and 
not  snitch.  She  reaffirms  that  de¬ 


cision  over  and  over  again  each 
time  she  refuses  to  talk  to  the  FBI, 
and  th'e  grant)  jury  to  which  she  is 
subpoenaed.  We  watch  her  go 
through  court  proceedings  that 
make  a  farce  of  the  Bill  of  Rights. 
She  ends  up  in  jail  for  being  in 
contempt  of  court  —  for  refusing 
to  testify  before  the  grand  jury. 

True  to  the  real  life  experiences 
of  grand  jury  resistors,  in  jail 
.  Judith  gets  support  from  other 


prisoners  who  understand  at 
totally  support  her  decision 
refuse  to  snitch  on  friends,  ev< 
though  they  may  not  total 
understand  why  she  has  ended  t 
in  jail.

My  first  boyfriend  was  Richie 
Peters.  My  mother  found  us  in  the 
closet  one  day  (prophetic)  and  ex¬ 
plained  to  me  that  what  we  were 
doing  (looking  and  touching) 
“isn’t  part  of  our  culture.”  At  the 
time  I  thought  she  was  mad  at  me 
but  I  came  to  believe  later  that,  for 
1955,  she  was  being  as  positive  as 
she  knew  how. 

When  I  entered  kindergarten, 
my  steady  was  Mike  and  we  had  an 
association  which  we  named  “The 
Pull  Down  Your  Pants  Club”  be¬ 
hind  the  tool  shed.  We  were  never 
caught  (I  haven’t  been  caught  at  it 
since). 

The  next  year,  I  started  hanging 
out  with  older  men  (i.e.  third, 
grade).  I  had  a  steady  relationship 
with  two  guys  across  the  street, 
and  was  in  with  one  of  them  until  I 
was  14.  It  remains  by  far  my  long¬ 
est  affair.  When  Gary  entered  fifth 
grade,  he  came  home  with  a  whole 
bunch  of  stories  about  what  you 
can  do.  I  tried  them  out  with 
Timmy  but  I  didn’t  realize  you 
were  supposed  to  use  your  tongue. 

I  thought  it  didn’t  feel  like  much, 
just  a  bunch  of  warm  air  around 
your  dick,  but  then  Gary  showed 
me  what  you  are  supposed  to  do  so 
now  I  know. 

When  he  got  old  enough  to 
shoot,  I  didn’t  want  him  to  do  it  in 
my  mouth.  The  first  time  I  ever  got 
sperm  in  my  mouth  I  spilled  it  all- 
over  the  rug  just  as  his  mom  drove 
up.  I  still  remember  her  headlights 
in  the  window.  We  were  real  good 
at  it  by  then,  though,  and  got  out 
the  Lavoris  and  pretended  to  be 
watching  Combat  just  like  always. 
It  really  fascinated  me  that  he 
couldn’t  describe  what  sperm  felt 
like  when  it  came  out,  or  how  he 
could  tell  if  it  was  coming.  We  had 
a  signal  that  we  would  leave  the 
front  door  open  when  our  families 
were  out  of  the  house,  and  that 
was  the  sign  to  come  over  and  do 
it.  Whenever  we  met  other  people 
in  our  neighborhood  that  liked  to 
do  it,  we  would  introduce  them  to 
each  other.  Gary  and  I  were  not 
known  to  be  particularly  good 
friends  and  did  not  socialize  much 
except  for  doing  it.  As  we  grew 
older,  our  attentions  to  each 
other’s  bodies  grew  more  varied 
tha  direct  genital  contact,  but  we 
never  kissed  and  only  hugged 
when  we  were  deeply  involved  in 
blowing. 

I  first  heard  the  word  “Homo¬ 
sexual”  when  I  was  about  12.  I 
didn’t  think  it  applied  to  me.  In 
my  experience,  all  guys  liked  to  do 
it  with  each  other,  and  the  ones 
who  didn’t  only  didn’t  because 
they  thought  you  weren’t  suppos¬ 
ed  to.  I  never  saw  anything  wrong 
with  it.  I  didn’t  have  any  clear  idea 
why  Walter  Jenkins  got  fired.  I 
though  that  when  you  were  about 
13,  you  started  to  like  girls 
naturally.  I  didn’t  ever  want  to

ually  with  the  boy  because  of  his 
curiosity  and  their  closeness.  He 
wrote  that  he  believes  that  “inter- 
generational  sex  is  not  intrinsically 
damaging  to  boys,  and  that  they 
should  have  the  power  to 
consent.” 

David  Passer,  GCGC  member 
and  the  main  co-ordinator  of  the 
rally  this  year,  attributes  the  lack 
of  volunteers  to  plan  it  on  the  anti¬ 
gay  atmosphere  of  the  city  as  well 
as  on  the  loss  of  women  contribu¬ 
tors. 

“People  see  John  Zeh  indicted 
and  the  general  push  against  the 
gay  community  and  they  want  to 
become  more  closeted.  The  gene¬ 
ral  conservative  nature  of  this  city 


stop  doing  it  with  guys  and  I  used 
to  get  very  upset  when  people 
would  mention  that  I  was  getting 
hair  on  my  legs  because  that  meant 
that  I  was  getting  closer  when  the 
time  I  would  have  to  stop  liking  to 
do  it  with  guys.  (I  didn’t  tell  any¬ 
body  why  I  was  unhappy). 

I  had  lots  of  bondage  fantasies 
in  high  school.  (I  was  littler  than 
everybody).  My  P.E.  teacher  liked 
me  and  kept  me  out  of  trouble¬ 
some  situations,  although  I  was 
careful  to  misbehave  enough  so 
that  I  wouldn’t  lose  the  respect  of 
the  rowdy  kids,  whose  company  I 
have  always  preferred  even  though 
they  were  obviously  straight. 

I  went  to  college  when  I  was  15 
on  account  of  being  “gifted.” 
Hollywood  Boulevard  freaked  me 
out  the  one  time  I  went  there  so  I 
confined  my  efforts  to  campus.  I 
decided  that  if  I  camped  it  up  a  lot, 
people  would  assume  I  was  joking 
unless  they  were  interested  in 
which  case  they  would  take  me  up 
on  it.  I  got  a  lot  of  loving  and  car¬ 
essing  which  was  what  1  needed, 
and  not  too  many  “collaborative 
orgasms.”  I  have  met  only  one 
person  who  assumed  I  was  kid¬ 
ding,  so  I  guess  that  half  of  it 
didn’t  work.  By  the  end  of  my 
freshman  year  I  felt  confined  by 
the  persona  I  had  assumed  so  I 
went  back  to  my  ordinary  self.  I  al¬ 
so  dropped  out  of  college  but  con¬ 
tinued  to  hang  around  as  a  mooch 
and  a  dope  dealer  and  a  juvenile 
out  of  control  (as  the  police 
characterized  me  for  two  days 
once).  After  calculating  my  draft 
status  I  went  back  to  college.  I  de¬ 
cided  I  would  decide  once  and  for 
all  if  I  would  ever  like  women 
before  I  was  17l/2.  I  would  either 
get  laid  or  come  out.  I  got  laid  on 
April  11  and  met  Steve  on  April 
24.  I  turned  17  Vi  on  April  17, 
1970.  So  it  all  happened. 

That  summer  I  went  to  the  third 
gay-in  at  Griffith  Park.  I  got  to 
know  a  few  people  at  the  Gay 
Community  Services  Center  in  Los 
Angeles.  I  felt  very  left  out  being 
young.  I  also  felt  just  terrible  that 
Jeff  Beane  used  to  do  all  these 
wonderful  feeling  things  to  all  the 
parts  of  my  body  that  I  had  never 
used,  and  all  I  knew  how  to  do  was 
give  blowjobs.  I  would  read  ads  in 
The  Advocate  that  specified  21  or 
over  and  long  for  the  day. 

I  came  out  as  a  boy  lover  when  I 
met  John  Smith  (that  is  his  name). 
He  wasn’t  much  younger  than  I 
am  but  he  was  the  first  person  I 
ever  did  it  with  who  was. 

I  moved  back  to  my  home  town 
in  Stockton  and  joined  the  Gay 
People’s  Union  (It  was  1975,  every 
town  was  getting  one).  I  was  de¬ 
pressed  at  the  time  for  trying  to 
love  all  the  white  heterosexual 
males  in  college,  but  then  I  met 
Lex  Hidalgo  De  la  Riva  who  saved 
mylife.  Everyone  should  meet  such 
a  person.  Later  I  met  another 


spreads  into  the  gay  population  as 
well.”  (see  GCN,  Vol.  8,  No.  32) 
“It’s  been  debilitating  that  the 
women’s  energy  hasn’t  been  with 
this  celebration.  The  women’s 
community  is  much  more  together 
than  whatever  semblance  we  have 
of  a  men’s  community.

younger  person  on  another  block 
where  everybody  did  it.  He  and  I 
developed  a  theroy  that  there  are 
certain  blocks  in  towns  where  ev¬ 
erybody  did  it.  Sheridan  Way  was 
one.  There  is  one  in  Hingham  too 
that  I  got  involved  with  the  next 
year  but  I  won’t  embarrass  any¬ 
body  by  saying  which  one.  Their 
girlfriends  all  know  by  now 
anyway  and  it’s  cool.  Times  have 
changed. 

When  I  moved  to  Boston  I  hung 
out  with  straight  people  for  about 
two  months.  I  had  never  wanted  to 
be  somebody  who  only  hangs  out 
with  gay  people  but  lately  I’ve  de¬ 
cided  that  there  is  nothing  you  can 
do  about  people  that  are  that 


strange  and  it’s  considerably  less 
confining  to  be  with  gay  ones  than 
to  be  constantly  dealing  with  peo¬ 
ple  whose  sexuality  is  a  wall.  I  said 
“Jeezis”  and  went  to  the  only 
place  in  town  with  “Gay”  in  its 
name  and  asked  Barbara  if  she  was 
a  dyke  (I  didn’t  know  if  GCN  was 
real  or  liberal).  She  said,  “Yes” 
and  I  said,  “thank  God.”  Thank 
God  for  Dykes. 

Since  leaving  Boston,  my  life 
has  been  the  usual  tangle.  I  work  in 
San  Francisco  now,  having  resist¬ 
ed  the  tendency  to  program  com¬ 
puters  long  enough,  but  I  live  with 
my  boyfriend  in  the.  mother  lode 
because  I  am-a  small  town  sort  of 
person. 


I  also  take  care  of  my  father  who 
was  widowed  in  December.  I  think 
this  is  one  of  the  traditional  cultur¬ 
al  roles  which  gay  people  have 
played  and  I  know  others  in  my 
situation. 

I  try  to  support  the  movement

Careful  washing  after  sex  contact  will  reduce  the 
possibility  of  catching  VD.  The  germs  that  cause  syphilis 
and  gonorrhea,  as  well  as  some  other  sexually  transmitted 
diseases,  are  sensitive  to  soap  and  water. 

WASH  BEFORE  SEX  CONTACT 
FOR  HYGIENIC  PURPOSES 

IMMEDIATELY  AFTER  INTERCOURSE: 

Soap  genitals  working  a  bit  of  soft  mushy  soap  into 
urinary  opening. 

Rinse. 

Repeat  procedure. 

Then  urinate  (which  may  sting). 

Extended  exposure  or  delay  before  washing 
diminishes  the  effectiveness  of  this  preventive  measure. 
Washing  is  doubly  important  since  even  in  the  absence  of 
syphilis  and  gonorrhea,  other  sexually  transmitted  germs 
can  cause  infections  such  as  NGU  (non-gonococcal 
urethritis)  or  NSU  (non-specific  urethritis). 

If  lubricants  are  involved  in  the  sex  act,  use  watersolu- 
ble  preparations  that  will  wash  away.  Do  not  use  an  oil 
base  that  will  leave  a  film  to  trap  the  germs. 

NOTE:  The  foreskin  that  covers  the  head  of  the  penis 
may  trap  germs  which  can  cause  infections.  Therefore, 
special  attention  should  be  given  to  washing  the  uncir¬ 
cumcised  penis. 

When  vaccines  against  gonorrhea  and  syphilis  will 
have  been  developed,  personal  hygiene  will  remain 
necessary  to  prevent  other  sexually  transmitted  diseases. 
For  example:  A  gonorrhea  vaccine  will  not  prevent  approx¬ 
imately  half  of  the  reported  cases  of  male  urethritis  which 
are  not  gonorrhea. 

PAGE  3:  SOME  ASPECTS  OF  PERSONAL  HYGIENE  AND 
DISEASE  PREVENTION  FOR  MALE  AND  FEMALE 

Infectious  germs  which  are  always  found  in  the  lower 
digestive  tract  may  be  transmitted  from  the  rectum  during 
sex  activities.  Among  the  dangerous  germs  present  may 
be  the  virus  which  causes  hepatitis,  and  parasites  which 
cause  gastro  intestinal  disorders  if  they  enter  the  mouth 
(anal-oral  route). 

The  male  and  female  mucous  membranes  (especially 
those  of  the  genito-urinary  system)  are  highly  susceptible 
to  infection  by  some  of  these  germs  from  the  rectum, 
which  may  cause  urethritis  in  the  male  and  vaginitis  in  the 
female.  For  example:  as  a  result  of  careless  wiping  from 
rectum  toward  vagina  by  the  female  after  toilet,  germs  are 
easily  spread  to  the  vagina  where  they  may  cause  infec¬ 
tions,  and  from  which  they  may  be  transmitted  during 
vaginal  as  well  as  rectal  intercourse.  Therefore,  females 
must  not  wipe  in  the  direction  of  rectum  to  vagina  .... 

Personal  hygiene  before  and  after  sex  contact  can  be 
greatly  aided  by  the  bidet,  a  low  bathroom  fixture,  design¬ 
ed  to  facilitate  washing  for  disease  prevention  and  proper 
cleansing  after  toilet.  Not  everyone,  unfortunately,  has 
been  adequately  informed  as  to  the  advantages  of  the 
bidet.  It  is  not  found,  for  instance,  in  homes  or  hotels  in  the 
United  States,  whereas  in  many  parts  of  the  world  it  is 
widely  used  and  significant  to  personal  hygiene.  Good 
hygiene  requires  careful  washing  of  genital  and  rectal 
areas  before  and  after  sex  activities. 

Men  and  Women:  Learn  also  about— 

The  significance  during  treatment  of  no  sex  contact 
which  may  spread  the  disease,  and  particularly  during 
treatment  for  urethritis,  no  alcohol  which  may  irritate  the 
GU  system,  delaying  cure.  The  importance  of  a  follow-up 
visit  to  the  physician  to  see  if  further  treatment  is  required. 

For  the  sexually  active  male  only  —  the  germicidal 
preparation  (SanituDe'i)  )  for  use  after  intercourse  to  pre¬ 
vent  gonorrhea  and  syphilis,  available  in  U.S.A.  from  cer¬ 
tain  pharmacists  or  Sanitube  Co.,  Mt.  Kisco,  N.Y.  10549. 

For  the  sexually  active  female  —  certain  commercial¬ 
ly  available  vaginal  contraceptive  foams,  creams,  sup¬ 
positories  and  jellies,  which  also  have  germicidal  proper¬ 
ties  that  may  prevent  VD.

in  jail  for  not  doing  it.” 

Another  moving  scene  is  be¬ 
tween  Judith  and  her  mother  at 
the  store  where  her  mother  works 
as  a  saleswoman.  The  FBI  has 
already  been  to  visit  the  mother  at 
work.  She  is  worried  she  may  lose 
her  job  and  is  unsympathetic  to 
Judith’s  refusal  to  cooperate  with 
the  FBI.  She  assumes  Judith  must 
be  guilty  of  something,  and  tells 
her  so.  This  scene  is  powerful,  and 
yet  it  downplays  what  several 
grand  jury  resisters  went  through 
in  real  life,  particularly  lesbian 
grand  jury  resisters.  For  some 
lesbians,  an  FBI  visit  to  parents, 
grandparents,  siblings,  and  neigh¬ 
bors  of  siblings  was  the  way  these 
women  “came-out”  to  their  rela¬ 
tives.  The  FBI  would  use  it  as  a 
threat:  “Does  your  boss  know 
you’re  a  lesbian,  does  your 
mother  know  that  you’re  a  les¬ 
bian?”  Despite  these  tactics, 
people  persisted  in  their 
opposition  to  cooperating  with  the 
FBI. 

The  film  was  shown  on  Sunday 
night.  May  10,  in  Boston  as  a 
benefit  for  the  Boston  Bail  Fund 
and  the  Star  Film  Library.  It  was 
followed  by  a  panel  discussion 
with  Mary  Lampson,  producer/ 
director;  Theresa  Turgeon,  grand 
jury  resister;  Sarah  Wolfe,, Grand 
Jury  Project;  Byrna  Aronson, 
Susan  Saxe  Defense  Fund,  and 
Priscilla  Howell,  Boston  Bail 
Project.  The  length  of  the  film, 
while  creating  some  problems  in 
that  important  things  are  left  out, 
leaves  time  for  this  valuable  dia¬ 
logue  between  the  audience  and 
those  who  have  been  involved  in 
political  organizing  around  grand 
jury  abuse  and  FBI  harassment. 
The  film  is  a  good  resource  for 
classroom  discussions  of 
American  “democracy.” 

During  the  question  and  answer 
period  a  woman  in  the  audience 
asked  Director  Mary  Lampson 
why  she  didn’t  choose  a  lesbian 
for  the  main  character,  since  so 
much  of  the  movie  seemed  based 
on  the  experience  of  lesbians  in 
the  mid  ’70s,  and  lesbians  are  sure 
to  be  a  major  target  of  stepped  up 
government  harassment  in  the 
future.  Mary’s  answer  was  not 
totally  satisfying.  She  said,  “We 
had  to  make  a  lot  of  choices.  We 
wanted  to  keep  the  film  short  so 
we  could  show  it  in  classrooms. 
That  was  just  one  of  the  choices 
we  had  to  make.  In  fact  we  know 
very  little  about  Judy’s  personal 
life.” 

The  film  alone,  without  the 
panel  discussion  afterward,  may 
be  too  weak  and  not  give  enough 
information  to  those  unfamiliar

peculiarly  themselves 
it  is  to  begin. 

The  mood  of  the  exiting  women 
was  not  joyous,  excited  or  enthusi¬ 
astic,  as  has  been  the  case  at  other 
gay  poetry  readings  held  in 
Boston.  It  may  have  been  because 
we  were  notified  that  money 
intended  for  a  benefit  was  ripped 
off,  but  I  don’t  think  so.  There  are 
hard  questions  being  asked,  and 


with  the  history  and  specifics  of 
FBI  and  grand  jury  harassment. 
The  film  did  not  put  the  whole 
episode  in  a  political  context.  It 
both  failed  to  actually  develop  the 
idea  that  it  raised  —  the  need  for  a 
defense  committee  for  Judith  as 
opposed  to  individual  support  and 
a  lawyer— andfailedto  explain  any¬ 
thing  about  the  “fugitives”  and 
the  bombings  for  which  they  were 
being  sought.  In  answering  her 
mother’s  accusations  that  these 
people  were  murderers  and  terror¬ 
ists,  Judith  simply  states  that  they 
were  not.  She  could  have  gone  on 
to  explain  more  about  how  it  is  the 
government  that  commits  murder 
and  terrorism,  and  why  she  has 
chosen  to  support  those  who  are 
fighting  against  that  government. 

While  the  message  of  the  film  is 
clearly  one  of  non-collaboration 
with  the  government,  it  is  a  bit 
weak  in  explaining  all  the  reasons 
why  it  is  important  not  to  talk  to 
the  FBI  and  not  to  testify  before 
grand  juries  looking  into  the  ac¬ 
tivities  of  political  activists.  This 
lack  in  the  film  makes  the  panel 
discussion  afterwards  a  must. 

All  in  all  the  film  is  excellent, 
and  its  existence  will  help  educate 
people  not  just  to  our  past  history, 
but  how  to  respond  to  govern¬ 
ment  attacks  in  the  future.  Al¬ 
ready  there  exists  a  committee  in 
the  Senate,  reminiscent  of  the 
McCarthy,  House  Unamerican 
Activities  Committee,  and  with 
powers  much  like  grand  juries.  It 
is  called  the  Senate  Subcommittee 
on  Security  and  Terrorism.  There 
are  also  moves  in  the  House  for  a 
committee  on  Internal  Security. 

WHAT  TO  DO  WHEN  THE 

FBI  COMES  KNOCKING  . .  . 

For  those  reading  this  who  are 
unfamiliar  with  FBI  or  grand  jury 
harassment,  the  following  infor¬ 
mation  may  prove  useful.  It  is 
taken  from  a  leaflet  distributed 
three  years  ago  by  the  Boston 
Grand  Jury  Project: 

There  is  no  good  reason  to  talk 
with  FBI  agents.  You  are  not 
legally  obligated  to  give  more  than 
your  name.  There  is  a  question  as 
to  whether  you  legally  have  to  give 
even  your  name  if  you  are  not  face 
to  face  with  an  agent,  if  you  are 
talking  through  a  closed  door,  for 
example.  And  talking  through  a 
closed  door  is  desirable  if 
possible,  since  FBI  agents  have 
sometimes  considered  an 
invitation  to  come  in  as  a  consent 
to  search. 

After  a  visit  from  the  FBI,  it  is 
good  to  talk  to  as  many  people  as 
possible  —  friends,  family,  neigh¬ 
bors,  co-workers,  and  whoever  is 
organizing  FBI/grand  jury  resist¬ 
ance  in  your  area.  If  you  are  ha- 


hard-to-hear  stories  being  told 
within  the  lesbian  community 
these  days,  and  we  are  unsure  of 
the  outcome.

rassed  by  the  FBI  or  want  further 
‘information,  call  the  Grand  Jury 
Project  in  New  York  (212)  674- 
6005. 

A  look  at  reasons  people  have 
given  for  talking  with  FBI  agents 
and  the  repercussions  of  their  co¬ 
operation  shows  that  the  safest, 
most  defensible  thing  we  can  do  is 
to  state  immediately  that  we  do 
not  wish  to  speak  with  FBI  agents 
and  to  close  the  door,  if  open,  in 
their  faces. 

Many  people  believe  that  if  “I 
talk  now,  they’ll  leave  me  alone.” 
So  far  the  opposite  has  been  true. 
The  likelihood  of  continued  ha¬ 
rassment  greatly  increases  when 
someone  demonstrates  a  willing¬ 
ness  to  talk  to  the  FBI.  Others  feel 
“I  don’t  know  anything  import¬ 
ant  anyway.”  Keep  in  mind  that 
the  FBI  is  engaged  in  massive  in¬ 
formation  gathering.  Seemingly 
innocent  information  —  who  was 
working  at  a  certain  place  at  a 
certain  time,  for  example,  or  who 
a  certain  person’s  friends  are  — 
helps  establish  a  data  bank  which, 
serving  as  a  guide  for  police  sur¬ 
veillance  and  infiltration,  can  lead 
to  further  harassment  of  individ¬ 
uals  and  the  destruction  of  com¬ 
munity.  No  FBI  agent  asks  idle 
questions.  “I  won’t  tell  them  any¬ 
thing  they  don’t  already  know”  is 
often  used  as  an  excuse  for  talking 
to  the  FBI.  However,  they  may 
well  lead  you  to  think  they  know 
more  than  they  actually  do.  In 
fact,  they  may  be  merely  guessing 
or  testing  unreliable  information 
or  seeking  to  “legally”  substanti¬ 
ate  information  they  have  gather¬ 
ed  by  illegal  means. 

Other  people  believe  that  since 
they  have  nothing  to  hide,  they 
might  as  well  talk  to  the  FBI.  This 
tact  has  caused  problems  also. 
Our  innocence  is  to  be  assumed  — 
we  don’t  have  to  prove  it  to  any¬ 
one.  Those  who  have  tried  this 
approach  have  found  their  ans¬ 
wers  severely  distorted,  taken  out 
of  context  and  used  against  them. 
Still  others  have  tried  to  find  out 
what  the  FBI  was  after.  Getting 
information  from  a  highly  trained 
agent  requires  considerable  skill. 
Don’t  try  to  outwit  them  at  their 
own  game.  Tell  them  to  leave 
immediately.  They  are  trained  in 
interrogation  techniques,  and 
psychological  trickery. 

Don’t  lie  to  the  FBI.  You  risk 
having  to  testify  in  court,  and 
penalties  for  perjury  are  worse 
than  for  non-collaboration.  There 
is  no  law  requiring  us  to  talk  to  an 
FBI  agent  —  but  it  is  a  federal 
crime  to  lie  to  them.  Learn  from 
the  mistakes  of  others  —  the  only 
safe  response  is  a  refusal  to  talk  to 
agents.

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Odyssey  of  a  Unicorn - 

Never  “Mrs.”  Anybody

On  May  25,  1955  I  married  a 
young  man,  originally  from 
Boston,  whom  I  had  met  in  New 
York  when  we  were  both  college 
freshmen  in  1952.  It  was  just  be¬ 
fore  finals  in  my  Junior  year.  I 
wore  a  Kelly  green  and  white  dress 
and  my  hands  shook  as  the  Justice 
of  the  Peace  joined  us  in  civil 
matrimony. 

The  ceremony  took  place  in  Elk- 
ton,  Maryland  a  town  remarkable 
only  for  the  fact  that  people  who 
eloped  got  married  there  in  droves. 
The  waiting  period  was  short  and 
there  were  no  blood  tests  required. 

I  traveled  all  the  way  from  Long 
Island  to  Maryland  just  to  avoid 
having  a  blood  test,  not  because  I 
had  any  venereal  disease  which  I 
didn’t  want  revealed,  but  because  I 
was  too  terrified  of  needles.  The 
mere  thought  of  the  tiny  prick 
needed  for  the  blood  test  turned 
my  knees  to  water. 

My  life  has  changed  in  every 
possible  way  since  that  ill-con¬ 
ceived  event.  I  no  longer  run  away 
from  little  pin  pricks.  But  in  those 
days  I  ran  away  from  a  lot  of 
things,  and  I  did  a  lot  of  things 
that  made  little  or  no  sense.  I 
should  never  have  married.  Inside 
I  felt  disinclined  to  marry,  but  the 
pressure  from  the  outside  was  con¬ 
siderable.  My  dear,  Jewish  parents 
wanted  their  daughter  married, 
preferably,  of  course,  to  a  Jew, 
but  a  man  of  any  kind  made  their 
social  situation  more  tenable,  no 
matter  what  it  might  have  done  to 
my  life. 

So,  I  married,  but  I  married  a 
man  (boy  really)  who  would  in  no 
way  interfere  with  my  doing  what¬ 
ever  I  wanted  to  do.  He  was  a  gen¬ 
tle,  “masculine”  Gentile,  a 
“strong  silent  type.”  As  far  as  I 
ever  knew,  he  was  not  gay,  though 
while  he  was  in  the  army,  younger, 
frailer  youths  were  attracted  to 
him.  I  married  him,  primarily,  to 
escape  my  parents  and  my  younger 
sister. 

Marriage  offered  freedom  from 
the  social  imperatives  of  my  small, 
oppressive  family.  I  told  G.  that  I 
would  live  with  him  without  the 
benefit  of  clergy,  but  he  was  ada¬ 
mant.  He  would  not  live  with  me 
unless  I  married  him.  For  those 
days  it  was  a  strange  reversal  of  be¬ 
havior.  Usually  it  was  the  female 
who  craved  the  wedding  ring,  the 
ball  and  chain,  the  certificate  of 
rank  and  privilege  that  conferred 
the  much  sought-after  title:  Mrs. 
Not  this  cookie.  My  guts  were  lib¬ 
erated  and  educated  way  before 
the  rest  of  me.  Way  down  inside,  I 
was  sure  that  I  would  not  derive 
my  personhood  from  being 
“Mrs.”  Anybody,  so  I  never  refer¬ 
red  to  myself,  nor  did  my  friends 
refer  to  me,  as  “Mrs.  G.  Walker.” 
It  was  always  “N.  F.  Walker.” 
That  much  I  understood.  I  was 
me,  married  or  not. 

When  we  eloped,  we  did  not  tell 
my  parents  what  we  were  doing  or 
where  we  were  going.  We  had  al¬ 
ways  been  in  the  habit  of  going  off 
together  on  weekends,  often  to 
Boston,  so  my  parents  were  not 
alarmed,  nor  were  they  particul¬ 
arly  surprised  when  we  came  back 
and  announced  our  big  accom¬ 
plishment.  The  Jewish,  or  rather 
non-Jewish,  question  must  have 
long-since  been  resolved  in  their 
minds:  Any  male  in  a  storm. 


As  soon  as  my  father  finished 
his  macho  number  on  G.  saying 
the  usual  idiot  things  fathers  say  to 
new  husbands  about  taking  care  of 
their  “little  girls,”  both  parents 
began  staring  at  my  mid-section 
with  yearning  in  their  eyes.  I  could 
read  “Wanna  be  Grandma,  Wan¬ 
na  be  Grandpa,”  loud  and  clear, 
but  just  as  loudly  and  clearly  and 
definitely  I  was  not  buying.  1  could 
not  be  guilt-tripped  or  coerced  into 
martyrdom,  which  motherhood 
would  surely  have  been  for  me. 

Being  married,  though  it  was 
certainly  not  ideal,  at  least  had 
some  plus  factors  —  a  sense  of 
independence  and  freedom,  the 
right  to  leave  my  junk  all  over 
without  having  my  mother’s  stri¬ 
dent  voice  following  me  through¬ 
out  the  house  demanding  that  I 
clean  things  up.  It  was  like  being 
on  an  extended  “overnight”  with¬ 
out  the  girl  scouts.  G.  never  de¬ 
manded  anything,  and  his  notion 
of  sex  was  of  a  rather  distasteful 
activity  in  which  “nice”  people 
did  not  participate.  That  attitude 
surprised  me  somewhat,  especially 
since  I  thought  sex  was  a  pleasant 
passtime,  though  nothing  to  be 
taken  too  seriously. 

Before  I  married  I  knew  that  I 
was  “different.”  I  even  knew  that 
I  had  very  strong  emotional  at¬ 
tachments  to  women,  but  I  did  not 
know  that  I  had  any  options  other 
than  the  straight  and  narrow  path 
of  Jewish  heterosexuality  (bent  out 
of  shape  to  allow  me  to  breathe, 
but  just  barely).  I  really  did  not 
dream  that  someday  the  world 
would  take  on  a  different  com¬ 
plexion,  turning  lavender  to  suit 
my  need. 

The  marriage,  as  should  be  per¬ 
fectly  obvious,  was  a  disaster.  G. 
was  not  really  husband  material, 
nor  did  I  want  him  to  be.  We  had  a 
friendly  relationship,  but  nothing 
intellectually,  emotionally  or  phy¬ 
sically  satisfying.  Though  I  like 
him  to  this  day,  I  wish  we  had  nev¬ 
er  married,  never  lost  the  time, 
wasted  the  effort,  suffered  the 
consequences  of  misunderstand¬ 
ing  and  trepidation. 

We  had  married  because  we 
were  young  and  totally  inexperi¬ 
enced,  and  neither  of  us  had  a 
family  that  was  either  wise  or  sup¬ 
portive.  We,  therefore,  in  the  be¬ 
ginning,  gave  each  other  what 
comfort  we  could,  being  in  an 
alien  world,  and  afraid,  Our  main 
difficulty  was  a  total  lack  of  basic 
communication.  As  a  new  wife  I 
had  expected  to  tell  G.  everything 
and  share  everything  with  him, 
thinking  that,  since  I  was  already 
in  the  water,  I  should  try  to  swim, 
but  gradually  I  learned  with 
mounting  horror,  that  G.  was  a 
compulsive  liar  who  lived  almost 
entirely  in  the  fantasy  world  of  his 
imagination. 

It  was  1961  when,  after  enduring 
many  nightmarish  experiences,  I 
fully  understood  that  the  marriage 
was  hopeless  and  that  G.  and  I 
were  spouses  in  name  only.  By 
then  I  had  learned  beyond  any 
question  that  I  was  gay.  Actually, 
though  I  had  never  “acted  on  it,” 
I  had  realized  my  true  orientation 
shortly  after  we  married,  and  I 
told  G.,  asking  him  if  he  wanted  a 
divorce.  Out  of  his  fantasy  he  an¬ 
swered,  “No,  I’m  sure  you’ll  get 
over  it  in  time.” 

We  were  formally  divorced  only 


around  six  years  ago  when  G.  de¬ 
cided  that  his  new  fantasy  life  de¬ 
manded  a  new  fantasy  wife.  I  sin¬ 
cerely  hope  they  will  be  very  happy 
together. 

Marriage  in  itself  is  not  neces¬ 
sarily  a  torment  or  a  waste  of  time. 
The  difficulty  in  my  case  sprang 
from  my  making  a  false  promise. 
G.  was  thoroughly  dishonest, 
possibly  because  he  was  emotion¬ 
ally  incapable  of  being  otherwise, 
but  I  knew  I  did  not  marry  for 
positive  reasons.  I  was  not  in  love 
with  G.  and  I  told  him  that,  but  I 
married  him  nevertheless  because  I 
wanted  to  get  away  from  my 
family. 

Life  is  full  of  pressures  and  we 
are  all  subject  to  the  demands  and 
expectations  of  family,  peers,  reli¬ 
gion  and  the  work  place.  Capitula¬ 
tion  sometimes  seems  overwhelm¬ 
ingly  attractive.  If  two  people 
marry  for  reasons  of  mutual  con¬ 
venience,  fully  aware  of  what  each 
is  willing  to  contribute  and  what 
each  wants  in  return,  perhaps  no 
harm  at  all  is  done.  But  to  enter 
into  a  marriage,  with  implicit  nega¬ 
tion,  as  I  did,  is  to  engage  in  a  form 
of  self-victimization. 

What  is  essential  in  any  human 
relationship  —  marriage  or  gay 
commitment  —  is  to  affirm  one’s 
own  nature  and  to  respect  the  inte¬ 
grity  of  one’s  partner.  I  paid  for 
my  marital  error  in  the  most  pre¬ 
cious  coin  there  is  —  time.  If  I  had 
my  life  to  live  over,  I  would  not 
marry,  but  I  would,  indeed,  he 
living  with  my  sother  (significant 
other).  By  extraordinary  luck  I 
have  arrived  at  the  right  place  in 
my  life,  but  I  would  have  done  so 
more  honorably  and  creatively  if  I 
had  not  married.
